Gay Republican urges 
prosecution 'to the full extent'

Four members of ACT UP/San 
Francisco were arrested Tuesday, 
July 11 and jailed on felony mali¬ 
cious mischief, burglary, and crimi¬ 
nal conspiracy charges stemming 
from an afternoon protest at the San 
Francisco Republican Party head¬ 
quarters. 

Fifteen ACT UP/San Francisco mem¬ 
bers occupied the second story Van Ness 
Avenue party headquarters; burned and 
desecrated an American flag; hung effi¬ 
gies of Governor Pete Wilson, California 


Attorney General Dan Lungren, and 
North Carolina Senator Jesse Helms from 
a balcony; and plastered red oil-based 
handprints over walls, windows, and 
office equipment. 

Activists also threw faux AIDS money 
and handbills demanding reauthorization 
of the Ryan White Care Act. 

Activists say that Helms is single- 
handedly stalling Congressional reautho¬ 
rization of the act, which funds care for 
people with AIDS. Wilson and Lungren 
were targets because of their opposition 
to needle exchange, as well as their anti¬ 
gay positions regarding domestic partner-

Transgender Murdered in Oakland

An Oakland murder victim dis¬ 
covered in the early morning 
hours of Monday, July 10 has 
been identified as Carmen Marie 
Montoya, a transgender who had 
lived for the past two years as a 
woman. 

Montoya, who died after being 
hit in the face with a blunt object, 
was dressed in female clothing at 
the time of death. She was found 
at about 4 a.m. Monday in the 
parking lot of the Acorn 
Supermarket in West Oakland. 
Her cousin, Darnell Mikel, told 
the Bay Area Reporter Montoya 
had not been robbed. 

According to the victim’s 
friend Alvin Pickettay, Montoya’s 
name of record was Ronaldo 
Tontillas. She was 23 years old, 
and had lived in the Bay Area all 
her life. 

Pickettay, who told the B.A.R. 
he had once been Montoya’s

roommate, said the victim worked 
as a waitress at the time of her 
death. 


Pickettay described Montoya as 
“flawless, [with] no male features 
whatsoever.” He said she “had not 
had the full sex change yet,” but 
lived a woman for “24/seven” - in 
other words, all day, every day. He 
said he last saw the 5’ 7” 140-lb. 
beauty with her boyfriend at 
around 1:50 a.m. Monday. 

“She was a really outgoing 
person, really sensitive,” 
Pickettay said. “She loved to 
dance and read and hang out, and 
she was very supportive of other 
people regardless of their sexuali¬ 
ty, but she was particularly helpful 
to up-and-coming transgenders.” 

Police have called in at least 
one person for questioning in con¬ 
nection with the case, according to 
Mikel, but no suspect had been 
charged at presstime. ▼

Fed Employees Can Gain from 
Insurance Open Season 

...But July 21 deadline is only two weeks away

For Federal workers with AIDS or other life threat¬ 
ening illness, prompt action during the next two 
weeks might determine whether they will die in 
poverty or with the dignity a substantial money cush¬ 
ion can afford. 

U.S. government employees with life-threatening 
illness can improve their financial condition by tens of 
thousands of dollars if they are fast Feddies and take 
advantage of a special open season that ends July 21, 
says Tom McCormack of Affording Care, Inc., a 
national non-profit volunteer organization based in 
Washington D.C. 


An estimated one third of unmarried Federal 
employees do not yet have life insurance. For them, 
this open period is especially important. 

In a brief interview with the B.A.R., McCormack 
said the present open season allows employees who 
are not insured to enroll in life insurance policies - 
with face values up to slightly over their annual salary 
- with no physical examination or health question¬ 
naire. This simple step allows them to take advantage 
of an new “accelerated benefit” option, which entitles 
those with a life expectancy of less than nine months 
to collect the amount while they are alive. 

Unlike life insurance viatication (sale to a third

Murder Suspect Just 
Left Gay Bar, Cops Say

A San Francisco man is in jail on murder charges after he 
shot a homeless beggar four times on Wednesday, July 5 in front 
of a Tenderloin district hotel. 

As 35-year-old Scott Fredette entered the hotel shortly after 
2 a.m. with a tourist he met at a neighborhood gay bar, the pair 
was approached by a boisterous panhandler asking for cash, the 
Bay Area Reporter has learned. Fredette refused, and an argu¬ 
ment apparently ensued, during which the panhandler reported¬ 
ly made several anti-gay comments. 

Fredette, according to witness reports, pulled out a chrome 
.357 revolver with a long barrel and shot the panhandler four 
times. 

“His hands were in the air in the universal symbol of surren¬ 
der,” veteran homicide inspector Napoleon Hendrix told the 
B.A.R. 

Fredette fled the area, and his unidentified companion who 
witnessed the murder was detained in the area until police 
arrived. The tourist told the responding officers he knew where 
Fredette lived, because the pair had briefly stopped at the resi¬ 
dence after leaving the bar. 

He accompanied police to the suspect’s residence in the area, 
where Fredette was arrested on the charges. 

The tourist said he did not know that Fredette was carrying a 
weapon. 

The victim has been identified by the San Francisco Medical 
Examiner’s Office as 31-year-old Harold Cummings. 

Fredette faces life imprisonment without the possibility of 
parole if convicted on homicide charges. He will appear in court 
on Thursday, July 13 for a date to set a preliminary hearing, 
according to Assistant District Attorney Peter Cling, who is 
prosecuting the case. ▼

Chowchilla Demo Calls For 
Decent Medical Treatment

More than 100 people peacefully demonstrated at 
Chowchilla Prison last Saturday, July 8, demanding 
improved healthcare for female inmates at the facility 
and showing support for the class action lawsuit filed 
by women prisoners April 4. The suit says medical 
care at the women’s prison is “life threatening.” 

“The California Department of Corrections accus¬ 
es us of demanding ‘Cadillac Care,’” prisoner plain¬ 
tiff Marcia Bunney told the crowd. “We are speaking 
out for those among us in pain; for those who are ter¬ 
minally ill and in terror of an abysmally lonely death 
in prison; for those of us who have watched friends 
die for lack of medical attention, care, and treatment; 
for those who have parole dates and want to leave 
prison whole; for those who as yet have no date, and 
want to survive to receive one; for those who will 
never leave, but want to live productive lives in this. 


our community. 

“We are speaking out now,” she said. “We are 
speaking out as the California Department of 
Corrections has driven us to do, in fear for our health 
and our lives - in court.” 

A statement from Charisse Shumate, another pris¬ 
oner plaintiff still incarcerated at Chowchilla, said 
inmates were locked inside rooms with no cool air, 
with temperatures past 90 degrees. “Please help us not 
to give up hope,” she asked, and promised, “My voice 
shall roar for quality medical care for all inmates.” 

Demonstrators also picketed in front of newly- 
constructed Valley State Prison for women across the 
road from Chowchilla Prison. The new prison has no 
medical facilities, according to Judy Greenspan, pro¬ 
ject director of the HIV/AIDS in Prison Project of 
Catholic Charities of the East Bay. 

Speakers at the rally called it “deathtrap number 
two.” V 


'A Cowardly Approach to AIDS Education' 

Model Inmate Pulled as Waiter 
Because of HIV Status

David Smee, a prisoner at San 
Francisco’s new County Jail No. 8 
downtown, has alleged that he 
was removed as a waiter serving 
meals to other inmates at the 
“Glamour Slammer” because it 
was revealed he is HIV-positive. 
Smee, who identified himself to 
the B.A.R. as a 27-year-old gay 
man who has been incarcerated 
since February 12 as a result of 
domestic violence charges, said 
that after a “Deputy O’Neill” 
learned of his HIV status, he has 
gradually been relieved of his 
duties. 

On June 24, Smee said, he was 
“taken off breakfast serving.” On 
June 30 he was taken off all meals. 
And on July 2 he was told he 
couldn’t even serve hot water 
because of his HIV status. 

Eileen Hirst, chief of staff for 
the San Francisco Sheriff’s 
Department, told the B.A.R. the 
situation might be similar to that 
of a prisoner who had chicken pox 
and recovered. It is not so much 
discrimination against the prison¬ 


er/waiter, she said, as it is the fact 
that “it causes other prisoners to 
become agitated.” Ignorance on 
the part of prisoners concerning 
HIV transmission is the problem, 
she indicated. 

Smee disagrees with the policy 
and says it doesn’t make sense. 

Judy Greenspan, director of the 
HIV/AIDS in Prison Project of 
Catholic Charities of the East Bay, 
strongly backs Smee’s contention. 
“Unfortunately, most prisoners 
who are HIV-positive, when their 
status is known, are removed from 
jobs in the kitchen as well as in the 
infirmary,” Greenspan told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “This is routinely 
done by prison administrators, 
because of what they know to be 
ignorance and misperception on 
the part of prisoners about AIDS. 

“It is an absolutely cowardly 
approach to AIDS education to 
reinforce the stigma and discrimi¬ 
nation around the disease,” she 
said. “I’m not surprised that this 
happens - but I am upset and con¬ 
cerned because the San Francisco 
jail administrators purport to be 
more enlightened than the rest of 


the country. 

“Prisoners with HIV have 
every right to work in the kitchen, 
to serve meals and to have access 
to the same jobs that non-HIV- 
positive prisoners have. I would 
urge people to write letters to 
Sheriff [Michael] Hennessey 
complaining of this policy.” 

Smee said he hasn’t manifested 
any illness in any way and is con¬ 
sidered a model prisoner. He said 
other deputies consider his work 
very reliable, and indicated that 
deputies are divided over the policy. 

A report from the National 
Commission on AIDS, prepared 
during the Reagan/Bush years, is 
emphatic on the matter. It said 
prisoners with HIV disease should 
be permitted to participate in all 
prison positions and jobs, includ¬ 
ing food service. ▼

Illegal Testing Alleged, $1M 
Sought, by HIV+ City Worker

A gay city worker who says that his blood was 
tested for HIV without his permission by the San 
Francisco Medical Examiner’s office is seeking 
$1 million in compensatory damages, according 
to a lawsuit filed this week in Superior Court. 

John Overton, a former management assistant 
who transferred to the coroner’s office in May 
1994, charges that he was illegally tested for HIV. 

According to attorney Paul Wotman, the unau¬ 
thorized test was conducted less than a month 
after Overton told fellow staffers that his lover 
had died a year earlier of the disease. 

“Shortly thereafter, on July 8, 1994, the 
Medical Examiner’s Office requested that my 
client undergo a blood draw, allegedly to test for 
hepatitis,” Wotman told the B.A.R. 

Overton learned that his blood was be subject¬ 
ed to an HIV test just as a lab technician for the 
coroner was about to draw his blood, Wotman 
said. 

“Mr. Overton’s supervisor, Herb Hawley, who 
ordered Overton to undergo the hepatitis test, told 
the technician to also do an HIV test without my 
client’s permission,” Wotman said. 

Hawley declined to comment on the allega¬ 
tions except to say that the matter had been turned 
over to City Attorney Louise Renne’s office for 
comment. 

Medical Examiner Boyd Stevens and the City 
and County of San Francisco are also named with 
Hawley as defendants in the lawsuit. 

HIV+ results left on desk 

Wotman also charges that his client learned he 
was HIV-positive when the test results paperwork 
was left on his desk, open to public view. 

“A few months later, Mr. Overton was told his 


job performance was unsatisfactory, and he was 
terminated,” Wotman said. 

The reasons for the discharge by the coroner 
“are a pretext,” Wotman says. 

Overton’s lawsuit alleges that his constitu¬ 
tional rights to protection from unlawful search 
and seizure were violated because of the forced 
HIV test. It also alleges that Overton’s rights to 
privacy under the California constitution were 
also violated. 

Overton was never in 
any danger of contract¬ 
ing the virus because he 
never worked around 
dead bodies, Wotman 
said. 

“This is absolutely out¬ 
rageous. Did they 
assume that he could 
transmit HIV by han¬ 
dling the possessions of 
someone who was 
deceased? That’s not 
how you transmit HIV,” 
Wotman told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “How 
could this happen in the 
City and County of San Francisco?” 

Derek Gordon, a spokesman for the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation, said, “It’s like the 
White House and the rubber gloves incident. If 
what is alleged is true, then there seems to have 
been some misjudgment. HIV infection is not 
casually transmitted by handling the possessions 
of people, whether those people are dead or 
alive.” 

The city has not yet filed an answer to the law¬ 
suit, Wotman said. ▼

raise money. The familiar walk-a-thon will begin at 9:30 a.m. this 
Sunday, July 16 and, after a winding 10-kilometer (6.2 mile) route, will 
end where it began, at the Golden Gate’s Sharon Meadow. 

Those who get there a bit early can participate in aerobic and stretch¬ 
ing warm-ups led by Nike’s Culture Shock Dance Troupe. At 9:50, Tales 
of the City author Armistead Maupin will host opening ceremonies fea¬ 
turing Holly Near and Tony Award nominee Brian Green singing - you 
guessed it - “You’ll Never Walk Alone.” A post-walk concert from 12:30 
to 2:15 p.m. will feature Me Jane, Extasy, Robby Krieger Organization, 
and MotorDude Zydeco. 

Organizers hope for a ten percent increase over last year’s impressive 
crowd of 18,000 participants, and final tally of $2.8 million raised, to 
make it Northern California’s largest and most successful AIDS fundrais¬ 
er. So far, according to AIDS Foundation spokesman Derek Gordon, 675 
teams are registered.

O’Shea Avoids Molest Charges

Felony child sexual abuse 
charges filed last year against a 
San Francisco Roman Catholic 
priest were dismissed by a 
Superior Court judge on Monday 
July 10, because a six-year statute 
of limitations has expired. 

The charges were dismissed by 
Superior Court Judge Phillip 
Moscone on behalf of attorneys 
for Monsignor Patrick O’Shea, 
who was charged last year with 16 
counts of child molestation 
involving nine pre-teen and 
teenaged boys over the 24-year 
period from 1964 to 1980. 

O’Shea, 62, is the onetime pas¬ 
tor of St. Cecilia’s Roman 
Catholic Church in the Sunset 


District. The boys have alleged he 
sexually abused them after getting 
them drunk on overnight camping 
trips to Napa County’s Lake 
Berryessa. 

O’Shea once headed a local 
Archdiocese ministry to the les¬ 
bian and gay community, as well 
as the local branch of the church’s 
Society for the Propagation of 
Faith mission ministry. He and 
another priest remain under inves¬ 
tigation in connection with 
charges of embezzlement, stem¬ 
ming from the loss of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars from the San 
Francisco SPF office. 

Retroactive 
application denied 

The sexual abuse charges were 


dropped after the District Attorney 
tried to have a 1988 state law, 
which extends the statute of limi¬ 
tations in cases involving minors, 
applied retroactively. 

A state Appeals Court rejected 
the effort, ruling that applying 
criminal laws retroactively was 
unconstitutional. 

O’Shea was relieved of his 
pastoral functions in the wake of 
an internal Archdiocese investiga¬ 
tion into the sex abuse charges, 
and has been sued by one of his 
victims. 

Civil lawsuits, charging that 
local Roman Catholic church 
leaders knew about and covered 
up the activities of O’Shea and 
other pedophile priests in the 
Archdiocese, are pending. ▼ 


Last Chance for Alameda 
To Head Off Gay Boycott

A biotechnology manufacturer who has threatened 
to launch a nationwide negative public relations cam¬ 
paign against the city of Alameda, stemming from its 
refusal to pass a Gay Pride Month proclamation this 
year, has told the B.A.R. he will give the East Bay 
community’s city council until the end of this week to 
agree on issuing an alternative one. 

Alameda resident Morten Wellhaven of 
Scientific Instruments, Inc., who pulled $1.25 mil¬ 
lion in corporate banking from Alameda banks in 
June, immediately after the Gay Pride Month 
proclamation failed to receive enough council sup¬ 
port to be voted on, said he will meet with Mayor 
Ralph Appezatto tomorrow in hopes of resolving the 
matter. If a resolution is not forthcoming, Wellhaven 
said, he will mail 1,900 letters to his clients across 
the country, calling the city homophobic and urging 
those businesses to boycott it. He also intends to 
cancel a large donation of scientific equipment to 
Alameda high schools he had intended to make 
through a new gay men’s group, The Gay Islanders, 
he said. 

“I don’t want to drag it out anymore,” he said. “I 
don’t want them to string us along anymore.” 


Ironically, he acknowledged, both The Gay 
Islanders and the political and public education group 
Out on the Island have blossomed in the wake of the 
city’s refusal to grant the proclamation. 

It’s too early to gauge the impact of a second boy¬ 
cott of Alameda launched by 
Marin businesswoman 
Deborah Grossberg. The 
owner of the Pt. Richmond- 
based Bilcat T-shirt compa¬ 
ny said of the city, “These 
people are not going to make 
public policy with my tax 
dollars.” 

In other Alameda devel¬ 
opments, Out on the Island 
will host a champagne and 
buffet fundraiser at one of 
Alameda’s beautiful 

bayfront Victorian homes on 
Tuesday, July 25. The bene¬ 
fit will feature National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force’s 
Robert Bray as a guest speaker. Admission is on a 
sliding scale from $15 to $50. Call (510) 521-6944 for 
more information.

Alameda County Cuts $11M 
From Medical Budget

The best thing that can be said 
about the $1.1 billion Alameda 
County budget passed June 29, 
and the $11 million in medical 
cuts it represents, is that it could 
have been worse. 

Public health nurses, once slat¬ 
ed for more than $2 million in 
cuts, were reduced by “only” 
$229,000 at the budget session. 


The Alameda County AIDS 
Office will lose $187,000; while 
Director Eugene Richards said he 
does not relish absorbing that fig¬ 
ure into HIV/AIDS programs, he 
said its impact will be easier to 
sustain than the $600,000 that was 
originally proposed. 

West Oakland Health Center 
Executive Director Brenda 
Crawford, whose agency lost 
$700,000, said the cuts would be 


felt most in HIV prevention and 
homeless programs. 

Some $900,000 in drug and 
alcohol rehabilitation and public 
education programs were also 
cut, according to Supervisor 
Keith Carson, who supplied the 
only vote against the budget. A 
new round of cuts might hit the 
county again in August, when the 
state budget becomes final, he 
said. ▼ 
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Witherspoon Fights Demand 
To Repay Causey Case Fee

A motion will be heard in the 
Probate Department of Superior 
Court on Tuesday, July 18, seek¬ 
ing to force a local gay attorney to 
personally pay $75,000 in costs 
and attorney’s fees stemming 
from a settled lawsuit brought 
against the trustee of an estate of a 
man who died of AIDS. 

The lawsuit alleged fiduciary 
abuse of a person with AIDS by 
the trustee of the estate of the 
man’s late lover. 

Attorneys for the estate of the 
late Mark Wilson seek the sanc¬ 
tions against gay attorney Gerald 
S. Witherspoon of the Law Offices 
of Witherspoon and Siracusa, who 
represented the trustee. 

In the motion filed before 
Probate Judge Isabella Grant, 
attorneys Amanda Ebey and 
Daniel Murphy allege that 
Witherspoon engaged in “bad 
faith actions and tactics,” lied, and 
engaged in other “unethical con¬ 
duct” in his representation of the 
executor of the estate of the late 
Phillip Causey, who died of AIDS 
in 1992. Wilson was the late 
Causey’s lover. 

In an extraordinary 25-page 
answer to the motion filed with 
the court on Monday, July 10 
Witherspoon called the charges an 
“unprecedented attack” on his 
integrity as an attorney - and said 
the amount of money sought is a 
“threat to the continued existence” 
of his law firm. 

An out-of-court settlement was 
reached last May in the lawsuit 
against the estate’s trustee, James 
Causey, who apologized for his 
conduct related to the handling of 
the trust in an open letter to the 
gay community published in the 
May 18 issue of the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

The open letter was only part 
of the out-of-court settlement with 
Causey. Although details of the 
settlement are confidential, settle¬ 
ment demands included the stipu¬ 
lation that Causey return all funds 
he charged the estate and pay a 
cash settlement of $450,000. 

Settlement demands also 

included a stipulation that 

Witherspoon return all fees 

charged and paid in connection 
with the case. 


probable life expectancy,” 
Witherspoon advised Causey. 

Witherspoon’s attorney, Mary 
Gemma O’Keeffe, said in her 
brief answering the charges that 
she “was astonished” that a 
Superior Court discovery com¬ 
missioner ruled the letter was not 
protected by the attomey/client 
privilege and ordered it turned 
over to Wilson’s attorneys. 

The purpose of the letter was 
actually to “attempt to convince 
Causey to make smaller reduction 
in Wilson’s housing benefit than 
Causey wanted,” according to 
Gemma; she contends 
Witherspoon “raised suspicions” 
about Wilson’s health status and 
warned Causey about the risks he 
faced if Wilson was sick. 

C A gently 
phrased threat’ 

But, Ebey and Murphy charge, 
the letter also discusses a way to 
coerce Wilson into accepting the 
reduction of benefits: they allege 
that Witherspoon “boldly advised 
his client to threaten the AIDS- 
stricken beneficiary” that a long 
unpaid $20,000 family debt could 


be charged against the estate if 
Wilson didn’t consent to a plan to 
save the trust’s capital. 

‘There is one issue I did not 
raise in the present draft which you 
might want to consider, either in 
this context or otherwise,” 
Witherspoon wrote Causey. “It 
would be a gently phrased threat 
that if Mark were not acquiescent 
in a plan to preserve trust capital to 
the extent possible, the family 
members to whom Phillip was 
indebted, as you mentioned on the 
phone, would be included to make 
a creditor claim against the trust 
for repayment of the outstanding 
indebtedness. (Such a claim would 
require court action, so far as I can 
see: but it would be risky for you, 
as Trustee, to pay the claim unless 
there is some reasonable docu¬ 
mentation to support it).” 

Witherspoon did not invent the 
debt and believed it to be unen¬ 
forceable, and there are no 
grounds for Ebey and Murphy’s 
“grave allegations” that 
Witherspoon misled the court. 
Gemma argued. 

In fact, according to

No respect 
for dying wishes 

Key parts of the civil litigation 
against Causey’s handling of the 
estate included charges that Causey 
never had any intention of honor¬ 
ing his brother’s wishes in admin¬ 
istering the estate - and when he 
received the funds of the $400,000 
estate, he squeezed Wilson out and 
liquidated all the assets. 

One of Causey’s defenses for 
his actions was that he didn’t real¬ 
ize that Wilson was ill, despite a 
December 1992 letter from 
Witherspoon that discussed legal 
strategies to limit Wilson’s month¬ 
ly rent subsidy - required by the 
terms of the estate - after Causey 
liquidated the apartment building 
Wilson lived in. 

The lawsuit was settled shortly 
after that letter, and several other 
documents, were ordered turned 
over to Wilson’s attorneys as evi¬ 
dence. 

In the letter, Witherspoon said 
efforts to reduce benefits to 
Wilson would be hindered if the 
court were aware of his actual life 
expectancy, even though 
Witherspoon had used an actuarial 
table for a healthy 36-year-old as 
the basis for reducing Wilson’s 
payments from the trust, despite 
Wilson’s worsening AIDS. 

“On the latter issue it would 
complicate our case if he were 
forthcoming with the Court 
regarding his health status and

H ow does one say 
good-bye to a friend 
such as Ray Benson? 
One doesn’t, for 
people like Ray are 
very rare individuals and touch 
our lives in a myriad of ways. 

His deep compassion for 
others is legendary, and no one 
who ever came in contact with 
him will forget him. He has 
generously given a small part of 
his aura to all of us who were 
fortunate to call him friend. 

Having known Ray as many 
years as I was privileged to, he 
never ceased to amaze me. As 
ill as he was at times he would 
call to see how someone else’s 
health was doing. Always ask¬ 
ing if there wasn’t something he 
could do for them. He had that 
marvelous knack of making 
others feel better. 

To say Ray liked life would 
be an understatement, he had a 
zest and lust for life like no one 
else I have ever met. I had many 
opportunities to travel with him 
and the glow in his eyes as we 
visited different countries and 
met different cultures was 
extraordinary. There were never 
enough hours in a day for him 
to do all he wanted. If you did¬ 
n’t feel good, tough luck. Ray 
would say we wouldn’t be com¬ 
ing back this way, so we had to 
do and see everything while we 
were there; nothing was so 
insignificant that we couldn’t 
get some pleasure from it. 

No matter where he was, he 
was always helping others: to 
build a home, remodel some 
room, or just get out in your 
yard and help weed. 


As for the true joy in his life, 
the police force, Ray was inde¬ 
fatigable. He would put in his 
shift during the day and spent 
hours in the evening attending 
various community meetings. 
He was especially proud of his 
work with children. He was a 
member of the Delinquency 
Prevention Commission, and 
was its president for a good 
number of years. He always 


said this was an important 
group: if you could save just 
one child from a life of crime 
the whole thing was worth¬ 
while. 

As an openly gay police offi¬ 
cer, from the beginning he 
became a role model - although 
he would deny this - to show 
others that he was an equal to 
anyone in the department. If 
anything, it made him work 
twice as hard as anyone else to 
prove it. He became very 
involved with the Police 
Officers Association and was 
constantly trying to help his fel¬ 
low officers find better working 
conditions. 

Another one of his greatest 
joys and achievements was the 
founding of the Golden State 
Police Officers Association, a 
statewide coalition of gay and 
lesbian police officers, sheriffs 
and other officials connected to 
law enforcement. I will never 
forget the first couple of “Pigs 
in Paradise” parties given by 
Ray and others in Sonoma 
County. 

I am discussing a man, a 
friend, who has surely left his 
fine mark on a community that 
has so few highs in it these 
days. Ray was a man who 
always had a smile on his face, 
even at the end of this phase of 
his life’s journey. 

Ray never discussed death or 
dying as an end, it was just a 
passing: a passing on to some 
higher plane in the mystery 
called life. I hope that he has 
found peace for his pain-racked 
body, and there is no doubt in 
my mind that he is somewhere 
else organizing the troops in 
one way or another. 

To me, Ray Benson will 
never truly pass, he has left me 
so many kindnesses and memo¬ 
ries that they have become part 
of my own life. I will go on ask¬ 
ing him for advice, or asking 
myself how Ray would do it. 

I have been truly fortunate to 
have known Ray Benson and to 
have been able to call him 
friend. 

Ray, I know you will contin¬ 
ue on life’s journey, and I know 
we will meet once again. T

Grade School Insult

S enator Jesse Helms’s grade school insult of people 
with AIDS (it’s the result of “deliberate, disgusting, 
revolting conduct”), printed last week in the New 
York Times and quickly recycled in other print and 
broadcast media, would be easier to dismiss if not for the fact 
that he presents it as a justification for defunding AIDS treat¬ 
ment and research programs. 

Human compassion is a valid and sufficient defense for 
those programs, but with Helms and his ilk we might as well 
point straight to the bottom line: if the Ryan White CARE 
Act, the nation’s largest AIDS funding program, were to be 
eliminated, the American taxpayer wouldn’t save a cent. 
CARE Act services enable low-income and uninsured people 
with AIDS to reduce the amount of time they would other¬ 
wise spend in public hospitals. Without the CARE Act, the 
AIDS caseload in public hospitals would explode - and so 
would the bill to the taxpayer. The overflow caseload would 
end up in the emergency rooms of private hospitals, driving 
insurance rates higher. 

Helms complains about spending so much money on 
AIDS when more people die of cancer and heart disease. But 
total federal spending this year on research, treatment, pre¬ 
vention, Medicaid, Medicare, and income supplements for 
AIDS (approximately $6 billion) is about a third of the 
amount spent on cancer ($17 billion) and a sixth of the 
amount for heart disease ($38 billion). And direct lifetime 
medical care after diagnosis for an HIV-infected person costs 
more on average ($119,000) than for a person with heart dis¬ 
ease ($61,211) or cancer ($25,000-$84,000, depending on 
stage diagnosed - early or late). 

And cancer and heart disease have existed since the begin¬ 
ning of recorded history, whereas AIDS first appeared about 
15 years ago and is already the eighth leading cause of death 
(and rising). 

It’s the number one cause of death among Americans age 
25 to 44, which is why it’s also the leading cause of years of 
productive life lost in the U.S. (that age group constituted 
54% of the U.S. civilian labor force in 1992). Unlike cancer 
and heart disease, AIDS can be transmitted from person to 
person and it’s almost 100% fatal. Many people with cancer 
and heart disease can be cured through operations and treat¬ 
ments - when’s the last time you heard of someone being 
cured of AIDS? 

Helms says he doesn’t want to pay for a “behavior-based” 
disease. But seven in ten of the leading causes of death - 
including cancer, heart disease and accidents - are based at 
least in part on behavior. Helms himself had heart surgery in 
1992: can he honestly say he never smoked a cigarette, ate 
fatty foods, neglected exercise, or engaged in any other 
behavior that contributes to heart disease? Obviously, 
Helms’s argument is based not on logic but on contempt for 
people with HIV/AIDS and homosexuals. 

We must insist that this is not an acceptable basis for pub¬ 
lic health decisions. And we must never let such insults go 
unchallenged, whether they are uttered by a snot-nosed 
schoolboy or a grown man on the floor of the U.S. Senate. T

Producing the Bike-A-Thon 

Recently, Different Spokes/San Francisco has 
been criticized for its decision to cease producing 
the AIDS Bike-A-Thon. The Board of Directors 
feels it is important to explain our decision, one 
arrived at after much soul searching and struggle. 

Different Spokes is a recreational cycling club, 
not a professional event promoter. The first Bike- 
A-Thon, produced in 1985 for the SF AIDS 
Foundation, was fabulously successful with 65 rid¬ 
ers bringing in $33,000. As a grass-roots fundrais¬ 
er, the Bike-A-Thon benefited 15 Bay Area AIDS 
service providers chosen anew each year. We 
emphasized startup organizations that had little 
public funding and which had outreach to under¬ 
served communities. The Bike-A-Thon has bene¬ 
fited over 40 Bay Area organizations, many helped 
to self-sufficiency through our efforts. In ten years 
the Bike-A-Thon has produced over $2.3 million, 
every penny of which has gone to the benefiting 
organizations. 

There are few other all-volunteer fundraising 
events of similar scale. The time and effort to pro¬ 
duce this event is staggering. To maintain our tra¬ 
dition of giving 100 % of the money pledged to the 
beneficiaries, we had to raise money for produc¬ 
tion expenses separately. Bay Area corporations 
gave little money, goods, or services. A small core 
group (many of whom were not Different Spokes 
members) devoted hundreds of hours to the event 
each year. A General Coordinator worked almost 
fulltime prior to the event. On Bike-A-Thon day 
hundreds of volunteers came forward to assure that 
things ran smoothly. Burnout rates were very high. 

As the epidemic has spread the need for money 
has increased. Slick and glossy new events devel¬ 
oped by professional promoters have sprung up. 
They are hooked into the corporate funding game 
and connected to the media to an extent we never 
achieved, raising funds tenfold of what we were 
capable. The results of the AIDS Walk, the Dance- 
A-Thon, and the California AIDS Ride are truly 
amazing. 

The promoters are paid handsomely for what 
they do. When headlines say “AIDS Ride Raises 
$5 Million for AIDS Groups,” what they mean is 
“Event Grosses $5 Million,” and the beneficiary 
may net $2.5 to $4 million. Costs for slick produc¬ 
tion, voluminous mailings, and large staff salaries 
are high. There is only a finite amount of money in 
the donor base, and each event increases the com¬ 
petition for pledges with only those making the 
most noise getting noticed. 

During the years, small organizations have 
faded away or been absorbed by larger ones. 
Moneys raised by the Bike-A-Thon pale in the 
face of the annual budgets of modem AIDS service 
providers and the amounts netted by the major 
fundraisers. Despite our efforts, Bike-A-Thon rid- 
ership and collected pledges have declined. We 
cannot justify the effort with ever-decreasing 
returns. Burnout has taken its toll on our Steering 
Committee, and indeed many beneficiaries them¬ 
selves have been reluctant to provide volunteers 
and staff. 

Different Spokes, the Bike-A-Thon Steering 
Committee, and all the volunteers can truly say 
they are extremely proud of what they have done 
these past 11 years. We produced a difficult and 
complex event which has been a model for larger 
pledge events that now take our place. We may be 
spent, but only because we have done all we were 
able to do and given our best.

Hu responds 

I was very pleased to accept the 1995 Frameline 
Award from the San Francisco Lesbian & Gay 
Film Festival, but I was disappointed by the knee- 
jerk reaction at the world premiere of our film 
Frisk, which was the closing night film of the fes¬ 
tival. 

Frisk confronts some very dark issues and cri¬ 
tiques the effects of violent media on the impres¬ 
sionable. Some audience members were shocked 
by the film’s images and dialogue, and that was the 
point of the film. Frisk pushes the envelope to 
cause a reaction within the viewer to provoke 
issues that the gay and straight community can dis¬ 
cuss. 

Like a Rorschach ink blot we left it up to the 
viewer to apply his/or her own moral values to 
determine the ambiguousness of the film’s conclu¬ 
sion. Like Natural Bom Killers it can be argued 
both ways that the violence in either films are 
either exploitative or used in a critical analysis. 

Given the considerable body of work we have 
represented to date, i.e. The Living End, Boys Life, 
Nitrate Kisses, Grief, Crush and many others, I 
was disappointed that viewers didn’t understand 
what we were trying to accomplish. Believe me, if 
we were attempting to make an exploitation film, 
we would have made Gay Beach Blanket Bingo. 

I remember in the third grade I heard a joke 
which I did not understand, two days later in a 
classroom, comprehension set in and I laughed out 
loud. Perhaps some people need to think before 
they react by throwing stones.

Hostile reaction 

[The following letter was sent to Marcus Hu, 
Co-President, Strand Releasing:] 

I was in the audience when you were presented 
the 1995 Frameline Award during the 19th Lesbian 
and Gay International Film Festival in San 
Francisco. This presentation was prior to the 
screening of Frisk, which proved most fortunate 
for you. Had I seen the film beforehand, I would 
have been tempted to run on stage and spit in your 
face. It’s no stretch to say most in the audience 
would have done the same. The hostility the film 
received, from people walking out, to the boos and 
hisses inside the theatre as well as the atmosphere 
of anger and outrage out on the street, was justified 
and well deserved. Your irresponsibility reigned 
that evening. I read you called the audience’s reac¬ 
tion “hypersensitive.” That’s like blaming a bash¬ 
ing victim for the impact of the bat on the skull. 
It’s also a coward’s excuse. 

Never again attempt to interpret intelligent liter¬ 
ature by gutting its moral core and replacing it with 
“cutting edge gay cinema.” You are not capable, 
nor was the director you employed. Trendiness has 
no place in pathos and pretty boys who can’t act 
don’t make a film. It may have worked in The 
Living End or Grief but Frisk is not such fluff. 

And Frameline, that censorious shell of an orga¬ 
nization which seems to do nothing but grieve its 
own lack of vision (i.e. Mark Finch) and give what 
amounts to incestuous hand jobs to little distribu¬ 
tors like you, amplified the insult by showing it on 
Pride Day. Jesse Helms will squeal with delight: 
“See, the faggots love to murder each other too!” 
It was irresponsible and inexcusable. 

It is rumored Dennis Cooper is upset at the 
results and, if true, rightly so. His novel, as with 
most of his writing, insists on pushing boundaries 
by forcing an internal assessment by and on the 
reader (is this too much for you?). Your movie 
never even makes the attempt. To arrogantly lay 
claim to comparisons with Oliver Stone’s Natural 
Bom Killers is nothing but the pretense of an ado¬ 
lescent mind. The audience was not full of idiots, 
and I am proud our reaction was strong, vocal and 
disrespectful of your “product.” The film is not a 
“work in progress” as you state. It is cultural rape, 
plain and simple. All your post-production mum¬ 
bling cannot suspend the need for apology. I sug¬ 
gest you consider that your next move. 

Speculation could be made that his involvement 
in the production was yet another reason Mark 
Finch made the decision to jump. But then, that 
would assume his passion for film was eclipsed by 
this piece of shit. That speculation is tasteless and 
cruel, certainly, but no less so than the attitude you, 
Verow and Frameline displayed in that theatre that 
evening. All of you proved yourselves contemptu¬ 
ous of the audience and community by what you 
have created. You should be ashamed.

San Francisco 
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Disgusting and revolting 


he Ryan White Care Act 
of 1990, named for the 
late Indiana teenager who 
® became an AIDS poster 
child, provided $624 million 
(California received $110 million 
of it) this year for the care and 
treatment of the disease nationally. 
The act comes up for renewal in 
September, and to the surprise of 
no one. Senator Jesse Helms, the 
most prominent homophobe in 
Washington - if not the country - 
is working hard to stall and even-

tually wreck the nation’s largest 
healthcare program for people 
with AIDS. The reauthorization 
reportedly has enough support in 
the Senate to pass, but is thought 
to be in trouble in the House of 
Representatives. 

Helms told the New York Times 
weeks ago that “we’ve got to have 
some common sense about a dis¬ 
ease transmitted by people delib¬ 
erately engaging in unnatural 
acts.” Last week, he went on the 
attack against the Ryan White 
Care Act by asserting that “delib¬ 
erate, disgusting and revolting 
conduct” is the real cause of 
AIDS. 

Jesse Helms’s longtime hatred 
of gays and lesbians is not the only 
reason he wants to drastically cut 
back AIDS funding. The senator 
said this week that the money 
saved from the RWCA “should be 
used for heart disease and cancer 
research.” 

The leading cause of heart dis¬ 
ease and cancer is, of course, 
smoking; Helms, of course, comes 
from North Carolina, the leading 
producer of tobacco in the U.S. 
The tobacco industry is one of his 
biggest financial backers, and he 
is their special friend in D.C. 

Kansas Senator Bob Dole, the 
senate majority leader, is now the 
only person who can move the 
renewal bill in the Senate, where it 
reportedly enjoys strong biparti¬ 
san support. However, Dole is 
reportedly hesitant to advance the 
measure while he courts the likes 
of Helms and other Republican 
conservatives in his bid for the 
presidential nomination. 

In the House, where the renew¬ 
al faces real problems. Speaker 
Newt Gingrich (appearing to 
want it both ways when it comes 
to pleasing the GOP majority in 
that body) suggested the issue 
should be decided by “the scien¬ 
tists.” He added that a proposed 
panel would “look at the totality of 
national research and say, ‘Here 
are the next seven major break¬ 
throughs.’ If one is AIDS, then it 


ought to go to AIDS.” AIDS 
activists in Washington, however, 
are dubious of Gingrich and feel 
that he, too, is playing presidential 
politics and question his commit¬ 
ment to refinancing the act at the 
$624 million level. 

To his credit, President 
Clinton quickly attacked Helms’s 
latest remarks during a speech at 
Georgetown University the very 
next day by calling Helms’s posi¬ 
tion on AIDS funding “just 
wrong.” The president remarked 
that “the gay people who have 
AIDS are still our sons, our broth¬ 
ers, our cousins, our citizens. 
They’re Americans, too. ... 
They’re obeying the law and 
working hard and are entitled to be 
treated like everybody else.” 

Assailing Helms’s cant as 
probably being the “unofficial” 
Republican view of those with the 
disease, Clinton went on to say 
that “the truth is, not everyone 
gets the disease from sex or drug 
needles,” citing as an example a 
nurse who got the virus acciden¬ 
tally through a pinprick while 
treating a patient with the disease. 
The president also questioned 
Helms’s remarks about “behav¬ 
ior,” noting that behavior doesn’t 
preclude funding for lung cancer 
research despite proof that smok¬ 
ing causes the disease. Clinton 
stated, “Smoking causes cancer, 
but we don’t propose to stop treat¬ 
ing lung cancer or stop the 
research to find a cure, right? ... 
Drunk driving causes a lot of high¬ 
way deaths, but we don’t propose 
to stop trying to make cars safer, 
do we?” 

Clearly concerned about the 
possibility of the RWCA being 
rejected in both the Republican- 
controlled Senate and the House, 
President Clinton recently wrote 
letters to congressional leaders of 
both parties, pleading with them to 
reauthorize the act. 

Politics and poker 

I probably shouldn’t be print¬ 
ing this one, but a well-known 
local lesbian, who for years has 
been an AIDS volunteer in San 
Francisco, was so enraged on 
reading Helms’s vitriol that she 
stopped me on Castro Street one 
day last week and angrily said, 
“This man is as bad as Hitler. I 
hope he dies one day of cancer of 
the asshole. How do such hateful 
people as this man even get elect¬ 
ed to office?” I had no answer, but 
I share her anger - if not necessar¬ 
ily her hopes for Helms’s demise. 

And, as concerns the above, a 
tip of the hat to Chronicle sports 
writer C. W. Nevius for his edito¬ 
rial last week: “Jesse Helms’s Ire 


and Magic’s Fire - Who’s really 
the ‘disgusting’ one?” 

He’s heavy and he’s my broth¬ 
er: Candace Gingrich, the 29- 
year-old half-sister of House 
Speaker Newt, told 250 gays and 
lesbians in Santa Fe during their 
Gay, Lesbian, and Bi Pride Week 
that “Newt my brother is a differ¬ 
ent guy from Newt the politician; I 
don’t think he’s homophobic, but 
he’s gotten where he is today with 
the help of people who are anti¬ 
gay.” Candace says, as his sister, 
she is “proud of what he’s strived 
for,” but, as a lesbian, she can’t 
support many of his political posi¬ 
tions. “I’m not going to support 
anyone who thinks gays and les¬ 
bians are second-class citizens,” 
she declared. (That’s nice, but I’m 
unclear about why she’s “proud of 
what he’s strived for.” That’s a 
statement that could use some 
clarification, Candace.) 

Ms. Gingrich, suddenly a 
national lesbian celebrity, is cur¬ 
rently on a 51-city tour for the 
Human Rights Campaign Fund. 
She is spokeswoman for the 
group’s National Coming Out 
Project, which encourages gay 
people to disclose their sexual ori¬ 
entation. 

Those “Draft Ben Horn” for 
mayor posters are a joke. Most 
City Hall observers see the Horn 
“candidacy” as nothing more than 
a plan to take Republican votes 
away from Mayor Jordan. Will it 
work? I doubt it. I predict the dis¬ 
gruntled ex-commissioner will see 
he has no support and pull out 
before November. (And yes, I do 
see the fine hand of my good 
friend Jack Davis, Willie’s cam¬ 
paign manager, in this one.) 

Madonn-A-Thon: “No 

celebrity has done more for the 
gay community - happily and 
proudly, I might add. The 
Advocate can kiss my non-lesbian 
ass.” It seems last month’s 
Advocate dissed the superstar, 
branding her their “Sissy of the 
Year” because she remarked in an 
interview that although she has 
many lesbian friends, the public 
shouldn’t assume she was sleeping 
with them. (“I have a lot of good 
lesbian friends, but I’m not a les¬ 
bian. I love men.”) 

From where I sit, the Advocate 
should be praising Madonna for 
being in the forefront of gay rights 
as well as raising millions in the 
fight against AIDS, instead of 
deriding the woman about her sex¬ 
uality or what they assume is a 
lack of sexual candor. Grow up 
already! We have enough real ene¬ 
mies out there. Try attacking them 
for a change. ▼

St. Louis sojourn

N eon-lit river-cruising 
casinos, bars that serve 
’til three, other bars that 
serve all night, restored 
old movie theatres. White Castles, 
and the best pizza around. I’ve just 
returned from the city I used to 
call St. Lousy Misery and found it 
even less lousy and miserable than 
the last time. 

The first night I was there, we 
went directly from the airport to 
the park under the Arch. There, 
Gladys Knight played a free con¬ 
cert in the warm and not-too- 
muggy evening breeze that flowed 
toward the Mississippi at our feet. 
The crowd that came out for 
Gladys was a large one. It was pre¬ 
dominantly black, and there sever¬ 
al queens of all colors prancing 
about and yellin’, “Go on, girl¬ 
friend,” periodically. 

Down below the Arch, on the 
actual bank of the river, the river 
boats were doing a bustling busi¬ 
ness. We would return to that 
scene a few nights later with cups 
of gambling change collected 
from dressers, purse bottoms, and 
pockets over the course of the last 
few months. 

We boarded the huge, art deco 
silver boat that has been restored 
and converted to a casino. When I 
was small, the boat had a red-and- 
white check theme, and my 
Catholic school class came here to 
go square dancing. 

However, now my brother and 
mother and a grade school class¬ 
mate (with whom I was flirting 
furiously) were taking me there 
for blackjack, craps, slots and 
roulette. (I’m sure there were 
many other games there, but these 
were the only ones we played.) 

When we left the casino, it was 
two o’clock ... in the morning. We 
had pretty much broken even, but 
we weren’t drunk enough to eat 
White Castles. So we went to a 
bar. A band was playing, but there 
was no cover. When we first 
walked in, it just seemed loud, but 
they actually turned out to be pret¬ 
ty good. The clientele was a trip. 
They were mostly white and 


straight, but I enjoyed fucking 
with them. 

Girl twirl 

The lead singer was the only 
female in the band. I gave her a 
big tip right in the middle of a 
song, then went over and lit the 
burly drummer’s cigarette, not 
even giving him a chance to pat 
himself down for matches or a 
lighter. Then I snatched up a girl 
on the dance floor and took her for 
a twirl. 

Had living in San Francisco for 
five years given me the courage to 
do this, or was it the fact that my 
6’4” brother was there to assist me 
in any trouble I might encounter? 
Whatever my base of courage and 
confidence, I was having a damn 
good time. 

The week continued in this

manner - staying out till three or 
four, then going for White Castles. 
I’m sure a lot of you know what 
these are - since few people are 
actually from San Francisco - but 
for those of you who don’t. I’ll 
explain: White Castles, also 
known as belly bombers, are 
small, square hamburgers laden 
with onions and served on soft, 
white, greasy buns that melt in 
your mouth. Fourteen of them 
with cheese, two orders of fries, 
and two large mixes (a mix is half- 
Pepsi and half-orange soda) 
comes to $7.32. 

My last outing in the “Show 
Me” state was also to a bar, but I 
swear I did other more wholesome 
things in between - like hang out 
with my grandmother and stuff 
like that. But my family likes to 
drink, so what can I say? 

Actually, none of my blood rel¬ 
atives were on this final outing - 
so much for the family excuse. 
The group consisted of my broth¬ 
er’s Melissa Etheridge-and- 
Indigo-Girls-loving girlfriend and 
my grade school friend, who also 
carries a torch for Amy and Emily. 

Needless to say, we went to a 


dyke bar. For the first couple of 
hours, they had country-western 
dancing, and I must say I was fas¬ 
cinated. They put all the country 
western dancers I’ve seen at Bay 
Area bars, the parade, and else¬ 
where to shame. These chicks 
could dance! It was just amazing 
to watch these women shuffle and 
stomp and twist and slap in mind- 
boggling formations and configu¬ 
rations. 

Amazing mix 

While most of the crowd was 
white, there were all kinds of 
women on the floor: East Indian, 
black, Chinese, younger, older, a 
little bit country, a little bit rap, a 
little bit rock V roll, a little bit 
city chic, etc. Of course, this mix 
is common in the Bay Area, but I 
was kind of shocked. I’d expected 
my friend and me to be two of 
three of four women of color. 

My dates were pretty amazed, 
too. My grade school friend has a 
queer roommate and so had been 
to a queer bar in the Midwest 
before, but my brother’s girlfriend 
hadn’t. She had to have a beer and 
a half before she would get on the 
dance floor, but once she did, she 
wouldn’t get off. The DJs had 
switched and the music was a 
funky brand of house. With her 
short blond hair and tight body, 
my quasi-sister-in-law blended 
right in on the dance floor. The 
only way I could get her to leave 
was to mention Ted Drewe’s: the 
best dessert place ever. 

We enhanced our munchies 
and played in the heavy hot wind 
outside our car windows as we 
made our way to Ted Drewe’s. We 
passed a 7-11 where I saw the ban¬ 
ner that would sum up my trip. I 
made them stop so I could read it 
again and laugh. It was huge and 
green and draped across the front 
of the store: “Everything From 
Pork Skins to Perrier.” Maybe 
everyone across the country had 
already seen this ad, but it was a 
first for me - and pretty much put 
all of my complicated thoughts 
down in one simple six-word 
phrase that embodies a whole lot 
more. T

Lesbian Tales of the City from the Forties & Fifties; 
Marriage A Lesbian Issue? A Discussion About the 
Marriage Resolution; Let’s Talk About Lesbian Sex; 
and S.T.D.s. 

The final event will be a return to elegance with 
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Afternoon Tea at the lushly plush art deco Argyle 
Hotel (formerly the St. James Club). ▼

And the loser is...

^IllP he Media Research 
Center (MRC), a less- 
than-academic group 
based in Alexandria, 
Virginia, issues an annual 
report condemning prime-time TV 
shows that “ridicule prominent 
conservative leaders” - at the risk 
of sounding like Rush Limbaugh, 
we don’t make this stuff up - “and 
aggressively champion abortion 
and the homosexual lifestyle.” 

The most recently released 
MRC list identifies Serving in 
Silence: The Margarethe 

Cammermeyer Story as the worst 
program of the past season (by 
contrast, the National Education 
Association gave the made-for-TV 
movie its 1995 Award for the 
Advancement of Learning through 
Broadcasting). 

Other shows on MRC’s “bad 
for you” list include Sisters 
(NBC), Roseanne (ABC) and My 
So-Called Life (ABC). Each of 
these series contained something 
the MRC “researchers” simply 
couldn’t stand: non-hateful depic¬ 
tions of homosexuality. 

When homophobic lists such as 
these are released (and given a fair 
amount of national media cover¬ 
age), it’s a good time to remind 
network executives that there is an 
intelligent, supportive audience 
for programs that provide fair, 
accurate, and diverse representa¬ 
tions of lesbian, gay, and bisexual 
lives.

More wrong 
from the right 

Another well-financed, right 
wing “Christian” lobby is Focus on 
the Family, which operates a pro¬ 
lific Public Policy Division. One 
its more recent publications is a 
116-page report called Setting the 
Record Straight: What Research 
Really Says About the Social 
Consequences of Homosexuality 
by Larry Burtoft, Ph.D. 

Disguised as an academic 
overview, StRS.WRRSAtSCoH ’s 
“findings” are typical Focus on the 
Family homophobia: “Given the 
extreme medical risks and the fun¬ 
damental psychological problems 
involved, the undermining of the 
natural family, and the threat to 
freedoms which the homosexual 
movement constitutes, wisdom 
seems to point to only one conclu¬ 
sion. Homosexuality... is not 
harmless, and certainly not benefi¬ 
cial... (it) threatens both personal 
and social well-being.”

Singled in? 

Without doubt, the MTV 
Network has demonstrated a sin¬ 
gular commitment to covering les¬ 
bian, gay, and bisexual issues. In 
fact, the popular television service 
has included lesbians and gays 


throughout its programming 
schedule. Homosexuality has been 
a subject of the network’s diverse 
music videos, MTV News reports. 
Sex In The 90s documentaries, 
anti-violence specials, and several 
incarnations of The Real World. 

However, there is still one 
place where lesbians and gays 
remain conspicuously absent. 
Queer folk have not been invited 
to participate in the various “dat¬ 
ing” shows MTV has produced 
over the years, including its most 
recent series - Singled Out - 
which debuted last month. 

MTV plans to produce 65 
episodes of Singled Out, and the 
show currently airs twice each 
day, Monday through Friday. An 
online version of the game show is 
also in the works. 

In each episode of Singled Out, 
contestants employ various tech¬ 
niques to “weed out” a date from a 
large group of contenders. 
According to the official MTV 
synopsis, Singled Out is the “ulti¬ 
mate relationship show where 
contestants get a chance to choose 
their ideal mate from a studio 
audience filled with the opposite 
sex.” The key phrase here is 
“opposite sex,” since lesbian and 
gay contestants are evidently 
banned from participating. 

Only one motivation underlies 
such exclusion: homophobia. And 
it’s no more palatable or defensi¬ 
ble on MTV than it is on the 
Christian Broadcasting Network. 

Including gay and lesbian con¬ 
testants in the Singled Out mix 
would surely do justice to MTV’s 
progressive vision. It could also 
offer routine, sex-positive portray¬ 
als... lesbian and gay images that 
are not limited to “controversial” 
news stories or documentary “spe¬ 
cials.”

No reporting 
APtitude 

In Reno, Nevada, the Washoe 
County School Board recently 
voted to censor a gay youth hot¬ 
line number that would have been 
printed on resource cards given to 
high school students. School 
Board President Bob Bentley cast 
the tie-breaking vote against the 
phone number. 

The contested number would 
have connected students to the 
Gay Youth Outreach Program, 
sponsored by the Gay and Lesbian 
Student Union at the University of 
Nevada, Reno. The program’s 
phone number was to be included 
on a list of various hotlines that 
offer services and support to teens. 

The Associated Press (AP) 
offered remarkably shallow cover¬ 
age of this issue, in a June 14th 
story that failed to pose any chal¬ 
lenging questions to Bentley (or 
any of the school board members, 
for that matter). The AP simply 
reported: “Regarding the gay and 
lesbian hotline number, Bentley 
said that should not be a school 
district function.” 

Apparently, Bentley was not 
asked to elaborate on this position, 
which is reported as if it were self- 
explanatory. He was not asked to 
explain why, exactly, a hotline 
number for the victims of child 
abuse is “a school district func¬ 
tion,” while a number for victims 
of homophobia is not. 

The only counter to Bentley’s 


claim is offered in a single sen¬ 
tence of the AP report: “Backers of 
placing the number for the Gay 
Youth Outreach Program on a ref¬ 
erence card along with other 
phone numbers for such things as 
drug and alcohol problems and 
child abuse argued that teens who 
know they are gay need support.” 
Once again, the AP story does not 
offer the slightest elaboration. 
Readers are free to assume the 
“backers” argued that homosexu¬ 
ality should be treated no differ¬ 
ently than other diseases, such as 
drug and alcohol addiction. And if 
anyone mentioned “homopho¬ 
bia”- as they surely must have - 
their claims went unreported. 

The AP story wraps up with 
two sentences that exemplify such 
careless reporting. The story 
“informs” readers that “backers of 
the measure... argued that gay 
youths often experience depres¬ 
sion and contemplate suicide.” 
“Opponents countered that the 
[hotline] number would promote 
homosexual lifestyles,” the article 
concludes. 

Unnamed, unquestioned, and 
unquoted, the “backers” and 
“opponents” can only be seen as 
moral, political, and intellectual 
equals. 

It would have been enlighten¬ 
ing, to say the least, if this AP arti¬ 
cle had posed just one probing 
question, requesting a “backer” 
and an “opponent” to support the 
over-broad claims cited here. 
There is, after all, ample evidence 
to demonstrate both the natural¬ 
ness of homosexuality and the 
nastiness of homophobia. But not 
one credible study has ever proven 
that a phone number can “promote 
homosexual lifestyles.” 

When it comes to covering the 
“homosexual beat,” many main¬ 
stream reporters seem overly con¬ 
cerned with “balance.” Being fac¬ 
tual, however, is no less important 
than being fair.

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THIS WEEK IN GAY HISTORY 


The day domestic partners 
became official

he city of Berkeley has 
had its reputation as a 
stronghold of Commie- 
™ pinkos bashed around 
quite a bit, but before it went com¬ 
pletely to the dogs and took up the 
torch of conformity, it made one, 
grand last stand for progressive 
politics. This week in 1984, 
domestic partnership benefits for 
city employees became a reality. 
The community was elated since 
San Francisco Mayor Dianne 
Feinstein vetoed a domestic part¬ 
nership package in November 
1982, and the issue seemed 
doomed. After all, if not in San 
Francisco, where then? 

On July 19, 1984, Berkeley 
took a monumental leap towards 
the empowerment of couples who 
lived outside the conformity of 
traditional heterosexual marriages, 
by enacting the first domestic part¬ 
nership statute in the entire United 


States. 

The council voted to hold off 
implementation until 1986 on the 
advice of city manager Daniel 
Boggan, however - a decision 
made to a chorus of boos and hiss¬ 
es from gays and lesbians in the 
audience and the strenuous objec¬ 
tions of Mayor Gus Newport. 
Boggan had argued that the city 
needed to study unforeseen costs 
of domestic partnership benefits 
and the impacts on the next round 
of union negotiations. 

But while the 5-1 vote, along 
with three abstentions, was largely 
symbolic, it was a major victory 
nonetheless for the gay and les¬ 
bian community. The gay activist 
who spearheaded the campaign, 
Tom Brougham, said the city’s 
decision gave gays “a new 
access.” David Cunningham, 
chairman of the city human rela¬ 
tions and welfare commission, 
told the Oakland Tribune, “This is 
a first, a precedent for other cities 


to follow.” The city council voted 
to recognize same-sex living 
arrangements among all City 
employees, as well as for straight 
couples who did not want to tie the 
knot, by providing the same fringe 
benefits as those offered to mar¬ 
ried folks. Applicants were 
required to sign a letter of com¬ 
mitment. 

Later, in 1989, due mainly to 
the efforts of the East Bay 
Lesbian/Gay Democratic Club, 
Berkeley opened its registration 
service to members of the general 
public over the age of 18. 
According to a worker in the city 
clerk’s office, applicants who are 
already living together can obtain 
a domestic partnership certificate 
for a one-time $30 fee. “You take 
your certificate to your employer 
and you work benefits out with 
them,” she said. 

The negative impacts on the city, 
so feared by Boggan, never came to 
pass, financial or otherwise. ▼

SF Activist Exposes Anti-Gay 
Terrorism in El Salvador

Activists involved in the gay 
liberation struggle and AIDS pre¬ 
vention and education efforts in El 
Salvador are worried about death 
threats against members of Entree 
Amigos, a Salvadoran gay men’s 
support group. 

According to a Wednesday, 
July 6 appeal by the Oscar 
Romero AIDS Project, three men 
in the group have been threatened 
by a death squad known as “La 
Sombra Negra,” or The Black 
Shadow. 

The death threats follow a June 
24 break-in by three armed men 
who entered the El Salvador office 
of FUNDASIDA and removed a 
computer, television, typewriter, 
and confidential documents from 
the group’s office, according to 
ORAP co-director Matt Wettlaufer, 
a San Francisco resident. 

Three health outreach workers, 
a secretary, and ten young clients 
participating in an HIV/AIDS pre¬ 
vention and education workshop 
were in the office at the time of 
the terrorist act. 

According to reports, the men 
said they were looking for Dr. 
Francisco Carrillo, the agency’s 
director; said that they would kill 
him when they found him; and 
threatened to kill everyone present. 

At the time, Carrillo was lead¬ 
ing an AIDS workshop in a 
Salvadoran prison in conjunction 
with the Dutch Embassy. 

“There are four or five groups 
acting under the name ‘La Sombra 
Negra,”’ Wettlaufer told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “What’s very 
scary is that they have identified 
themselves at all. That means they 
are backing up the threats and they 


are very serious about carrying 
them out.” 

Wettlaufer said that he was 
particularly concerned with the 
theft of the group’s computer, 
because it contained an extensive 
client data base. 

Since the incident, FUNDASI¬ 
DA clients and staffers have 
received daily death threats. 

Wettlaufer’s El Salvadoran 
counterpart, ORAP co-director 
Wilfredo Valencia Palacios, was 
threatened by death squad mem¬ 
bers in incidents last October and 
November, while doing AIDS 
street outreach work. 

Mayor urges 
‘elimination’ 

In related news, according to 
the Committee In Solidarity With 
The People in El Salvador, San 
Salvador’s Mayor Mario Valente 
recently issued a public statement 
saying that the city wanted to 
eliminate prostitution and homo¬ 
sexuals in San Salvador. 

The attack on FUNDASIDA 
and the threats against Carrillo 
follow the June murders of three 
transvestites in the area, who were 
repeatedly stabbed in the stomach 
and whose throats were slashed. 
Police have described the killings 
as “domestic” incidents, despite 
the identical and serial nature of 
the murders, Wettlaufer said. 

Alerts have been issued by 
Amnesty International, CISPES, 
The International Gay and 
Lesbian Human Rights 
Commission, and ORAP. ▼

Witherspoon, the whole matter 
has been blown out of proportion 
and become a “cause celebre” 
unfairly trumpeted in the press. 

Witherspoon told the court that 
both he and Causey had also been 
subjected to unfair “demoniza- 
tion” when the case was original¬ 
ly about a year-long delay of a 
payment of merely $5,000 out of 
$84,000 of benefits to which 
Wilson was entitled. 


And, Witherspoon said, Ebey 
and Murphy were quick to assume 
“that honorable gay lawyers could 
not represent a trustee who found 
himself, unwittingly, in a dispute 
with a gay victim of AIDS.” 

“But while many (but not all) 
of the attorneys and staff of my 
office are gay or lesbian, ours is 
not a political law firm, but one 
which attempts to provide com¬ 
passionate, hardworking and com¬ 
petent service (within our limited 
areas of practice) to many types 
and conditions of clients,” 
Witherspoon said. ▼

SF General AIDS Ward Needs a Little $$$ Help 

Ambiance, entertainment funds running low

The lounge that is used most¬ 
ly by the AIDS patients and vis¬ 
itors in Ward 5-A of San 
Francisco General Hospital 
needs renovation and additional 
equipment, private observers 
and hospital officials say. 

Dion Jones, head nurse in 
Ward 5-A, told the B.A.R. that 
there are now 24 beds in the 
ward, 90 percent of which are 
occupied by patients with 
AIDS; the rest are oncology 
patients. Frequently there is an 
overflow. The “Elizabeth 
Taylor Lounge” used by its 
patients and visitors was still 
“in use, but kind of funky,” she 
said, and contributions for 
refurbishing would be of great 
help. 

Mera Granberg, executive 
director of the General Hospital 
Foundation, said the lounge 
receives “tremendous use” on a 
day-to-day basis for a variety of 
purposes, including wedding 
ceremonies. She confirmed that 
it needs attention. 

In 1994 the California Eagles 
Motorcycle Club donated a 
couch to the lounge, and local 
employees of Nestle donated 
television and VCR equipment; 
the Sisters of Perpetual 
Indulgence have also been sup¬ 


portive, Granberg said, but there 
never has been a major refur¬ 
bishment of the lounge since it 
was opened in the mid-1980s. 

The situation is about to 
come to a head: the current lease 
contract for the ward’s color 
television sets is about to expire, 
and Granberg said unless funds 
are found to renew the contract 
or purchase sets outright, it is 
likely there will be no TV avail¬ 
able to the PWAs at all. 

There is already no music 
system in the lounge because 
contributor funds have not come 
in to help pay for it. Granberg 
estimates that remodeling the 
lounge, replacing TVs, provid¬ 
ing VCRs and stereo equipment, 
and purchasing a blanket 
warmer for the comfort of 
PWAs with sensitive skin will 
cost about $50,000. 

Used televisions and stereo 
equipment would be of little 
help, Granberg told the B.A.R.: 
“Everything runs to hospital 
specs [specifications],” she said, 
so a donated piece of equipment 
might be unusable because it 
might not meet the higher fire 
and electrical requirements. 

“Cash,” she said, “would be 
better.” 

Granberg assured the B.A.R. 
that funds earmarked for the 
AIDS Ward will go for that pur¬

18th Street Merger 
May Still Happen 

Mental Health, Drug Treatment 
Services Renew Talks

San Francisco Department 
of Pubic Health Director 
Sandra Hernandez announced 
on Thursday, July 6 that 
merger talks had resumed 
between Operation Concern, 
a lesbian and gay mental 
health services agency, and 
18th Street Services, the gay 
men’s outpatient drug treat¬ 
ment agency. 

Hernandez and senior 
Health Department manager 
Jo Ruffin successfully facili¬ 
tated the break in the impasse 
that had existed between the 
two groups, in a two-hour 
meeting with officials of the 
lesbian and gay service groups 
and California Pacific Medical 
Center (CPMC) officials. 

“The parties remain com¬ 
mitted and extremely opti¬ 
mistic that the merger will 
result in an efficient, effective 
organization uniquely capable 
of providing an array of men¬ 
tal health and substance abuse 
programs to gay men and les¬ 
bians of all ages in San 
Francisco,” Hernandez said 
after the meeting. 

She told the Bay Area 
Reporter that negotiating 
obstacles resolved during the 
meeting were concerns about 
the composition of the future 
agency’s board of directors, as 
well as other fiscal and admin¬ 
istrative issues. The parties 
will continue to work out 
details of the merger at a fol¬ 
low-up meeting that has 
already been scheduled, she 
said, predicting the major 
obstacles to the venture should 
be resolved within one month. 

Merger negotiations 
between the two organiza¬ 
tions had been underway for 
weeks but were called off on 
June 15 in the wake of 


CPMC’s withdrawal, after 
OC advisory board members 
expressed concern that 18th 
Street Services negotiating 
tactics smacked of “a 
takeover.” 

Sources close to the nego¬ 
tiations told the Bay Area 
Reporter that some of the 
issues worrying members of 
the Operation Concern advi¬ 
sory board included the finan¬ 
cial stability of 18th Street 
Services, which was reported¬ 
ly “maxed out” on its bank 
credit line - at a time when 
the agency was so cash- 
strapped that it was several 
months late in rent and had 
not paid health insurance pre¬ 
miums for employees. 

Steve Bums, 18th Street 
Services executive director, 
told the Bay Area Reporter 
that the agency’s cash crunch 
was caused by delays in pay¬ 
ments for services, and that 
the agency was solvent and 
had never missed a payroll. 

With 24 employees and a 
budget of $1 million, 18th 
Street Services provides out¬ 
patient substance abuse treat¬ 
ment and HIV prevention and 
education to hundreds of gay 
men a year. 

The merger of the two 
agencies had been spurred by 
the Health Department’s 
desire to consolidate commu¬ 
nity-based services as a cost¬ 
saving measure, in an era of 
deep cuts in federal and state 
funds available to local com¬ 
munities for health services. 

“There are a lot of agen¬ 
cies out there. I don’t think all 
of us are going to survive,” 
said Operation Concern exec¬ 
utive director Kevin McGirr. 
“These issues are particularly 
sensitive. Merging to try to 
form a new entity is very dif¬ 
ficult.” ▼

L.A. Safer Sex Summit: 
The County’s New Stats

What started out as a spontaneous experiment 
turned into a defining moment at the June 29 Southern 
California Safer Sex Summit, organized by the Los 
Angeles-based AIDS Healthcare Foundation. The pre¬ 
dominantly gay male audience of AIDS educators had 
just finished groaning about an AIDS expert’s assess¬ 
ment of the risk factors associated with oral sex, when 
L.A. City AIDS Coordinator Ferd Eggan took an 
informal poll. 

How many people engage in unprotected oral sex? 
Eggan asked. Every male hand seemed to go up. Now, 
after hearing what you just heard about the risks, how 
many of you are going to change your behavior? Not 
one hand was raised. 

The point was made: knowledge doesn’t change 
behavior. But, Eggan observed, that’s not exactly true 
either - although the “second wave” of AIDS is obvi¬ 
ously coming, the majority of gay and bisexual men 
are not infected, due in large part to the community’s 
efforts at AIDS education. 

However, with new cases of HIV infection dra¬ 
matically on the rise, especially among the young, 
Eggan and the roomful of AIDS activists at the 
Hollywood Roosevelt acknowledged another horrible 
fact: 13 years into the epidemic, no one knows J ‘the 
answer” to HIV/AIDS prevention. 

The Summit, said AHF president Michael 
Weinstein, was an effort to “own up” to that miasma 
and clear the air about mixed messages, denial, and 
apathy, to re-invigorate the depressed community 
through the re-gaying of AIDS. 

AIDS is now the leading killer of Americans 
between the ages of 25-44. It’s a statistic that no 
longer startles. Nor does the extrapolation that, given 
a roughly ten-year incubation period, many of those 
AIDS patients were infected as teens. Knowledge of 
the current HIV infection rate increase has been 
decried for several years now - only to fade when 
another issue surfaces. The response gives “Silence = 
Death” new meaning, especially in a community that 
prizes individuality and has yet to grasp the concept 
that it has generations. 

“For reasons that no one really understands, a gen¬ 
eration of young gay men - not even men, really, but 
kids about to become men - seem to have turned away 
from the fundamentals of safe sex. They ... appear to 
have abandoned caution, acting as if a decade of sex¬ 
ual education about AIDS had never taken place,” 
wrote Robert A. Jones in a Los Angeles Times 
Magazine cover story in July of 1993. The article also 
referred to a 1991 study by the San Francisco 
Department of Public Health that found “gay men 
between the ages of 17 and 25 consistently engaged in 
high-risk sex. And the younger the men, the riskier the 
behavior.” 

Teen infection rate: 11.5% 

Since then, scores of articles and serious reports 
have drawn attention to the problem with question¬ 
able effect. In December of 1993 the New York Times 
wrote “Second Wave of AIDS Feared By Officials in 
San Francisco,” citing various surveys by the city’s 
Health Department and others that indicated that “one 
of every three gay men in San Francisco is engaging 
in unsafe sex, primarily anal intercourse without con¬ 
doms.” The article also observed that AIDS experts 
were reluctant to acknowledge the resurgence of 
unsafe sex for fear of a bigotry-backlash or the public 
policy questions that might be raised about shelling 
out the estimated $100,000 it cost (in 1993) to treat an 
AIDS patient “who knowingly gets infected.” 

A May 1994 Los Angeles Times editorial pro¬ 
claimed that L.A. County “has the second-highest 
number of HIV and AIDS cases in the nation,” but 
failed to adequately use its CDC funds to target high 
risk groups for HIV testing. Early this year the Los 
Angeles County Department of Health Services’ 
AIDS Office HIV Planning Committee set up a num¬ 
ber of community forums for public input: already 
one in eight young men in L.A. is HIV-positive. 

But it was a recently released preliminary findings 
of a L.A. County Health department survey of young 
men ages 15-22 that sparked the June 29 Summit: the 
survey showed that over half had engaged in high risk 
behavior in the previous six months, with 11.5% 
already HIV-infected. 

“Why is all this high risk sex going on?” asked 
Weinstein. “I don’t have the answers. ... Taking it out 
of the closet is the only thing I know to do. 

“If we cannot make a stand now we have lost 
another generation.” 

A fucking scary drug 

Walt Senterfitt, R.N, M.P.H. stressed the direct 
correlation between alcohol and drug use, judgment 
lapses, and unprotected sex, with specific references 
to the recent epidemic of crystal methamphetamine. 
(A 1995 CDC study reports that 43% of gay men in 
L.A. County who had AIDS and a history of injecting 
drugs named “stimulants/amphetamines” as their drug 
of choice, according to a May, 1995 story in the L.A. 


Times.) Regarding “negotiated” sex, over 45% of HIV 
positive people Senterfitt surveyed did not disclose 
their sero-positivity to their sex partners. 

Later, Van Ness Recovery House executive direc¬ 
tor Kathy Watt confirmed that crystal is the “fucking 
scary, treacherous ... drug of choice” among gays 
who come to the House seeking help - 80% at any 
given time are coming off the drug. Watt is also con¬ 
cerned about the problems faced by HIV-negative gay 
men and safe sex “slippers,” saying that 60-80% of 
her residents are HIV-positive at any given time. 
While there are a variety of reasons why people 
“slip,” there are no “safe places” for gay men to hon¬ 
estly discuss sexuality. 

“I believe we’ve created a whole new closet in our 
community of HIV-negative men who have no safe 
place to explore who they are and how to date, so they 
stay at home,” says Watt. 



What do young men think? 

The Young Men’s Survey presented to the Summit 
audience by Wes Ford, M.P.H. of the County’s HIV 
Epidemiology Program, was powerful. Survey takers 
talked randomly to young men between the ages of 
15-22 who reported having sex with men in the previ¬ 
ous six months but who do not necessarily identify as 
gay or bisexual. They were 
interviewed in a number of 
venues, mostly in the “enter¬ 
tainment” area of West 
Hollywood. Of 233 young 
men, 23 tested positive for 
HIV - thus 10.3% or one out 
of every ten young men 
interviewed was HlV-infect- 
ed - “pretty dramatic,” Ford 
said. 

A number reported having 
female partners; a large per¬ 
centage reported having anal 
sex at a very young age. 

Over 50% had engaged in 

- unprotected anal sex in the 

six months prior to the sur¬ 
vey; virtually all engaged in oral sex without a con¬ 
dom; about 90% engaged in unprotected anal sex with 
a “steady partner.” Availability of condoms was an 
issue with “exchange or non-steady partners,” though 
they report they could get a partner to use a condom if 
they asked, and some question exists about when a 
youth considers a partner to be “steady” - after how 
many sexual interludes? 

About 75% had already been tested, 30% only 
once. Most seemed to use it as a preventative mea¬ 
sure, with the attitude “if I’m still negative, I must be 
doing something right.” 

Most young men surveyed go to their private 
physicians for healthcare - though there is some ques¬ 
tion about whether sex is ever discussed or safer sex 
taught. A common attitude towards safer sex is that it 
is “unsatisfying.”

The risks of oral sex 

Dr. Charles Farthing’s report indicated that many 
people in treatment are having unsafe sex because 
AZT-resistant strains are turning up in the newly 
infected. The safety risk of unprotected oral sex is 
“unknown,” he says; however, anecdotally, it seems 
that men who restrict themselves to oral sex are less 
likely to become infected - though the practice is 
not entirely safe. Cases of infection in which oral 
sex is reported as the only factor are increasing. 
Oral sex is more risky with those with more 
advanced HIV disease and the recently infected, 
especially those who may not know they are about 
to sero-convert. 

“I’ve known this information. My attitude is that it 
is a calculated risk,” says Weinstein, “... and I accept 
what I consider to be a low level risk. Condoms 
remove 95% of the enjoyment of oral sex - at least 
that’s the opinion of most gay men. Actually they say: 
‘If you suck somebody’s dick with a condom, you 
might as well not suck it at all.’” 

On the other hand, he said, he wants to make 
unprotected anal sex as socially unacceptable as the 
smoking campaign has made smoking. 

Eggan emphasized that it is critical for the gay 
community to create a social role for HIV-negative 
men, reiterating the increasingly-held view that 
“political correctness” has mandated that the commu¬ 
nity not empower the negative man for fear of dis- 
empowering the positive. 

The real question, Weinstein said, is who is going 
to take responsibility for stopping the flow of infec¬ 
tion? “The bottom line is that nothing on ‘the gay 
agenda’ is more important that saying the next gener¬ 
ation of young gay men,” Weinstein says. “But in cer¬ 
tain respects, the enemy is us.” 

Yes, he says, we have to fight the government and 
the religious right wing. “But we have to clean up our 
own act. We mature and flower when we accept that 
responsibility. 

“We have to save our community.” ▼

Story of a 'magic

T he treatment of HIV dis¬ 
ease might ideally involve 
*|| a number of complemen- 
® tary strategies, which 
include an antiviral strategy to 
decrease the numbers of viral par¬ 
ticles that disable the immune sys¬ 
tem, plus an immune-boosting 
strategy to heighten responses 
against HIV and enhance immuni¬ 
ty in general. 

Although current antiviral 
strategies are uniformly mediocre 
at controlling viral production, 
they are fairly well-known to most 
people. The immune-boosting 
strategies are less well-known, 
and more difficult to evaluate. 
Theories of what goes wrong in 
immune function as a result of 
HIV disease abound; many strate¬ 
gies involve augmenting certain 
subsets of the immune system in 
efforts to stave off disease or to 
repair damage. 

One immune-based therapy 
may be IL-12, a cytokine (a chem¬ 
ical messenger) that has looked 
promising since 1989. Several 
studies of the effects of IL-12 have 
attempted to fit it into an immune 
restoration strategy in AIDS and 
also define its use in the treatment 
of cancer, malaria, and tuberculo¬ 
sis. As recently as last April, the 
Wall Street Journal was excitedly 
calling IL-12 a “magic bullet” and 
the National Institutes of Health 
sponsored a special meeting to 
decide just how to develop IL-12 
as a therapy and as a vaccine addi¬ 
tive. 

Then, last month, one kidney 
cancer patient in a clinical study of 
IL-12 died, while 11 others were 
hospitalized with “adverse reac¬ 
tions.” The cancer trial was imme¬ 
diately halted. 

What went wrong? 

Genetics Institute of 
Cambridge Massachusetts and 
Hoffman-LaRoche have been 
looking at IL-12 in kidney cancer 
for more than a year. Observers 
were disappointed that long- 
awaited safety and toxicity data 
were not released after the conclu¬ 
sion of Phase I studies of the 
potential therapy. Instead, the NIH 
heard all about IL-12’s effects 
against bacteria, protozoa, fungi, 
worms, and viruses. When the 
unexpected death occurred, no one 
had any context to evaluate the 
cause: was it the IL-12, or the way 
in which it was made? What 
responsibility do drug developers 
have to release safety data before 
they proceed with wider testing? 

It may be that proprietary inter¬ 
ests are outweighing the needs of 
people living with AIDS and other 
life-threatening diseases. While 
competition between Genetics 
Institute and Hoffman LaRoche 
may speed research (because they 
both want the prize of licensure 
and FDA approval), neither com¬ 
pany was willing to go public with 
their early safety and toxicity data 


for fear of giving a competitive 
edge to the other company. 

Mediated vs. humoral 

IL-12 has been in the limelight 
because of the current fashion of 
belief in the Thl and Th2 patterns 
of immune response (Th stands for 
T-helper). Simply put, some 
cytokines are said to be associated 
with a humoral (antibody) 
response, useful in controlling 
extracellular infections such as 
protozoa and worms, while certain 
other cytokines are said to be asso¬ 
ciated with cell-mediated immuni¬ 
ty, the kind that tracks down and 
destroys virally infected cells and 
controls some bacteria. A shift 
from one kind of immune 
response to the other has been 
known in mice for many years. It 
remains difficult to prove in 
human beings, although this has 
not deterred everyone from vac¬ 
cine researchers to alternative 
therapy proponents from leaning 
heavily on theory to promote their 
products. IL-12 has been said to 
be the most powerful immune 
modulator yet discovered. Some 
researchers speculate that IL-12 
will keep the immune system in a 
Thl pattern of response, possibly 
delaying progression to AIDS. 

Encouraged by early reports 
about IL-12, AIDS activists 
pressed for early testing of the 
cytokine in HIV disease. Single 
dose, dose-escalating studies of 
IL-12 started at San Francisco 
General Hospital in May 1994. 
This was primarily a safety and 
toxicity study, a necessary step 
before studying the cytokine as a 
potential drug for the treatment of 
HIV disease. The good news is 
that the toxicities seen in the kid¬ 
ney cancer study were not yet seen 
in the HIV-related studies. 
Multiple dose studies were sched¬ 
uled to begin this month, but have 
been put on hold until more is 
known about what happened to the 
cancer patients and why. 

Brenda Lein, Director of 
Project Immune Restoration at 
Project Inform, noted, “It’s impor¬ 
tant that the community not evalu¬ 
ate immune-based therapies by the 
same criteria as antivirals. The 
history of IL-2, another cytokine 
currently being research in AIDS, 
shows that it took years of 
research before a useful dose and 
schedule for the drug was nailed 
down. We’re bound to see difficul¬ 
ties as research proceeds into 
immune-based strategies. 

“We’re playing with a very del¬ 
icate system that we don’t know 
much about - but the urgency of 
AIDS requires that we move for¬ 
ward with imperfect knowledge. 
The real goal is to minimize the 
risks. The companies should be 
applauded for slowing down a lit¬ 
tle here.”

study, and notes that the way the 
drug was administered changed 
slightly - and the formulation of 
IL-12 itself changed - from previ¬ 
ous studies. The formulation 
change was intended to increase 
the product’s shelf life while not 
interfering with other properties, 
such as half-life and uptake of the 
product. By July 10, Genetics 
Institute had determined that the 
formulation was not responsible 
for the death during the study, and 
is continuing its investigation of 
the difference between the dosing 
schedule that resulted in the 11 
adverse experiences and the previ¬ 
ously uncomplicated dosing 
schedule. Dennis Harp of GI 
Corporate Communications said, 
“We still hope to continue with 
our planned study of IL-12 in HIV 
after we meet with the FDA, 
which will probably happen by the 
end of the month.” 

The future of IL-12 remains 
uncertain for yet another reason. 
There are many promising 
avenues of IL-12 research that 
would potentially benefit millions 
of people who suffer from malaria, 
leishmaniasis, or schistosomiasis, 
common in the Third World. Both 
companies have resisted develop¬ 
ing the cytokine for these indica¬ 
tions, fearing the economic down¬ 
side of distributing a drug through 
the World Health Organization. 
IL-12 will need to prove effective 
and profitable against cancer 
and/or AIDS before it will be 
developed for other uses. 
Meanwhile, development of IL-12 
remains stalled, even for lucrative 
markets. T

Even with a T-cell count in single digits, 
David approached an astonishing array 
of activities with zestful enthusiasm. 
Movies were his first love, but he was 
equally at home at the ballet, at a Giants 
game, the AIDS Dance-A-Thon or a 
Chris Isaak concert. 

Ever generous with his time and his 
deep love of people, David assembled a 
large and remarkable group of loyal 
friends after his arrival in the Bay Area 
from Texas in 1986. We will miss you, 
David, for a long time. Your little dog. 
Stash, misses you, too. You are in our 
hearts forever.

ships and Colorado’s Amendment Two. 

Republicans estimated the property damage at the site at 
between $5-10,000. 

The actions were condemned by gay Republican leader 
Chris Bowman “as unlawful” and he urged that those arrest¬ 
ed in the incident be prosecuted “to the fullest extent of the 
law.” 

Bowman, one of the founders of the California AIDS 
lobby group Life AIDS Lobby, said the vandalism by ACT 
UP/San Francisco was “totally unacceptable.” 


“This only hurts their cause. We don’t support Jesse 
Helms. This is completely unlawful and they should suffer 
the consequences of their actions. This is absolutely unac¬ 
ceptable,” Bowman said. 

SF Republican party spokesman Arthur Bruzzone Jr. told 
the Bay Area Reporter that the group would also seek civil 
action against ACT UP/San Francisco for the damages. 

“This kind of violence only hurts their cause. It doesn’t 
do anything to speed progress,” Bruzzone said. 

“Radical Republicans continue to attack our community, 
to the silence of the churches and mainstream Republicans,” 
responded ACT UP/San Francisco spokesman Michael 
Bellefountaine. “They need to come out against the right 
wing - and until they do, the San Francisco Republican party 


is as God-damned guilty as Jesse Helms.” 

Bellefountaine said that the action signaled a renewal 
of militant AIDS activism by the local ACT UP chapter, in 
the face of what he called “an agenda of oppression” 
against people with AIDS and the lesbian and gay com¬ 
munities. 

“The Republican party embraces a virulently homopho¬ 
bic and AIDSphobic agenda and has been on a campaign to 
eradicate homosexuals and people with AIDS since the 
Reagan administration,” Bellfountaine said. 

The activists who were arrested and remain in jail at the 
Hall of Justice on $20,000 bail are Casey Carlisle, John 
Larratta, David Pasquarelli, and Michael McEntee. ▼

party), this provision allows them 
to receive almost 100 percent of 
the insurance amount in cash. A 
little-known provision can double 
the amount for those expected to 
die before age 36. 

The average age of a person 
dying of AIDS in San Francisco is 
41, according to Derek Gordon, 
spokesman for the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation, and Dr. Mitch 
Katz. 

McCormack says the best way 
to get money from a life insurance 
policy is through a private loan 
from friends or family in return 
for naming them beneficiaries. If 
they have equity but no cash, a 
reverse mortgage without monthly 
payments can be used. The second 
best way is through accelerated 
benefits, if available. The least 
desirable way is through viatica¬ 
tion of the policy. Income from 


accelerated benefits or viatication 
is still taxable under Federal law. 

The Federal Employees Life 
Insurance (FEGLI) open season is 
not an annual open season. There 
won’t be one next year. 

Generally, McCormack advis¬ 
es, the federal employee can only 
make a non-medically-underwrit- 
ten enrollment on his or her first 
duty day. 

When an employee adds 
dependents, however, he is per¬ 
mitted to add annual salary multi¬ 
ples, without question, up to the 
number of dependents acquired. 

Paul Causey, executive direc¬ 
tor of AIDS Benefits Counselors 
in San Francisco, cautions, “As 
with any private benefits, a person 
should assess the impact any 
action would have on existing 
benefits and entitlements you are 
receiving or are about to qualify 
for.” 

Causey encouraged HIV posi¬ 
tive people to see an AIDS bene¬ 
fits counselor, such as those at 


ABC in San Francisco. T

esse Helms’s latest antics 
have drawn much queer 
ire. He’s attempting to 
hold up the Ryan White 
bill by claiming that PWAs get more 
than our fair share of federal money, 
particularly since we suffer from an 
affliction “we brought on our¬ 
selves.” He certainly can’t stop pas¬ 
sage of the bill funding Ryan White 
(which, in any case, had already 
been reduced by one third), but he 
will succeed in slowing it down - 
because of presidential politics. 

The bill funding the Ryan 
White act will pass because it’s 
co-sponsored by 61 senators, 
which is not only enough to pass it 
but enough to shut down any 
attempt at a filibuster by Helms 
and his die-hard reactionary col¬ 
leagues. The problem is that some 
of these “sponsors” have mixed 
feelings about it - none more so 
than the Senate Majority Leader 
and front-runner for the 
Republican nomination for presi¬ 
dent, Bob Dole. 

Dole is currently courting the 
far right in an attempt to sew up 
his nomination and defuse any 
threat from the host of right-wing 
fringe candidates challenging him. 
I never considered Bob a “moder¬ 
ate,” but I’m not a Bible-thumping 
fundamentalist. He’s been soft on 
abortion and until recently sup¬ 
ported a ban on assault rifles. Now 
he’s come down hard right on both 
those issues, but the Christians 
still suspect that his bigotry lacks 
conviction. He has been seeking 
ways to reassure them. 

Enter the Ryan White bill. This 
is a bill that no decent legislator 
could oppose, that no one with a 
shred of integrity could hinder.

But such realities aside, it is clear 
that some of this money would 
end up going to gays, and that’s 
enough to make the fundies and 
their point man. Helms, want to 
eliminate it. 

While Dole isn’t ready to jump 
on their bandwagon, he’s not above 
slipping them all the quiet support 
he can in order to curry favor. Thus 
he’s devoted himself - not to stop¬ 
ping the bill of which he is after all 
a co-sponsor - but to slowing it 
down. He’s instructed his flunkies 
on the committee to do whatever 
they can to tie it up, to keep it in 
committee and off the floor. 

This probably won’t derail the 
legislation. But it will send a mes¬ 
sage to the fundies that Dole is 
friendly, and the longer it lan¬ 
guishes in committee, the more 
opportunities the right wingers

will have to find some way to 
bring it down, probably by sneaky 
procedural methods rather than an 
open, honest vote. It’s possible 
that the bill will never make it out 
of committee, in which case hav¬ 
ing a majority on the Senate floor 
will do it no good. 


The situation is particularly 
aggravating for a number of rea¬ 
sons. That Helms can still get 
away with his senile bile is 
astounding. His argument - that 
we PWAs got our disease because 
of our own actions - is clearly 
false, at least in some cases. That’s 
why the Ryan White bill is named 
after Ryan White, to highlight the 
existence of “innocent” victims. 

Still, it can’t help but make me 
a little bitter to hear public officials 
defending the legislation by point¬ 
ing out that there are some “inno¬ 
cent” victims. It implies to me that 
if there weren’t a few hemophili¬ 
acs mixed in with the gays and IV 
drug users, they would accept 
Helms’s twisted logic. 

And then there is the irony of 
such an argument being made by 
the “Senator from Phillip Morris.” 
Helms says more money should 
go to cancer, because more people 
die of it. But his census of cancer 
patients (or cancer “victims” to 
use the mainstream’s AIDS termi¬ 
nology) probably includes tens or 
hundreds of thousands of sufferers 
from lung cancer who are smok¬ 
ers. Clearly these people inflicted 
their malady on themselves and, if 
Helms’s logic were applied fairly, 
shouldn’t be getting any federal 
money. 

Of course. Helms has no inten¬ 
tion of applying his pseudo-logic 
fairly, and Congress will no doubt, 
despite its supposed frenzy to cut 
pork from the budget, continue to 
subsidize the tobacco industry. 

For what it’s worth, Helms is 
probably incapable of thinking 
logically at this point. Reports 
from inside the Beltway claim that 
he’s getting more and more senile. 
In a recent debate on North Korea, 
Helms stood up to denounce nor¬ 
malizing relations with their new 
leader, Kim Sam II. Reading from 
his notes. Helms repeatedly 
referred to “Kim Sam the 
Second.” 

His aides were a little embar¬ 
rassed; after all, Helms is the head 
of the Foreign Relations 
Committee and should display a 
greater knowledge of foreign 
affairs. For the next day’s debate, 
they updated his notes and tried 
phonetically spelling out the 
Korean dictator’s name: Kim Sam 
ILL. That day, in debate, Helms 
referred to the Korean as “Kim 
Sam the Third.” 

That such a senile idiot can 
partake in debate and be treated 
seriously makes a mockery of our

political system - and our 
Congress a joke, a sad and deadly 
joke. Anyway, with Helms you 
have to admit that he’s standing up 
for what he believes. Dole’s 
betrayal is, in some ways, far slim¬ 
ier than Helms’s open bigotry. 

Presidential posturing 

The Ryan White bill isn’t the 
only casualty of the ’96 presiden¬ 
tial campaign. Closer to home, 
Governor “Sneaky Pete” Wilson 
recently reimposed an old state 
guideline making it more difficult 
for unmarried people to adopt chil¬ 
dren in California. His stated rea¬ 
son for doing so was to limit adop¬ 
tion by gays. This was done not to 
protect children - the ostensible 
reason which no one believes and 
which can’t really be defended - 
but to curry fundamentalist favor in 
the upcoming presidential primary. 

Courting the reactionaries was 
also the reason Wilson started his 
big campaign to roll back affirma¬ 
tive action. One could argue this 
won’t affect gays, since we’ve 
never been included in it. But 
that’s clearly shortsighted; gays 
will suffer from the increase in 
repression such efforts produce as 
much as anybody. The general 
public takes the elimination of 
affirmative action as “open season 
on minorities,” and we’re a 
favorite minority to attack, physi¬ 
cally as well as legally. 

The effects of these posturings 
will stay with us long after the 
presidential campaigns have 
ended in victory or defeat. 
Whether Wilson wins the presi¬ 
dency or not, we’re stuck with his 
anti-gay adoption laws and anti- 
affirmative action measures. In 
some ways, we’d be better off if 
he won, because then the 
Democrat who will become gov¬ 
ernor in his stead might reverse 
some of his legislation. And 
whether Dole wins or loses, if the 
Ryan White bill never makes it out 
of committee this year, there will 
be suffering as a result all across 
the country. 

Of course. Republicans aren’t 
the only ones doing presidential 
posturing. President Clinton, after 
agonizing publicly for a week over 
the closing of McClellan Air Force 
Base, agreed to allow it after the 
Pentagon said they’d try to keep 
most of its 11,000 jobs in 
California. This is seen as an 
empty promise by most of those 
affected by the base closing, but it 
allows Clinton to save face and 
woo California voters - and he 
must win this state if he’s to win 
the general election. 

It is, alas, typical that when the 
Republicans posture, they do real 
harm; but when Clinton postures, 
it has no real effect other than any 
positive PR he can squeeze out of 
it. 

It’s enough to give me grave 
doubts about the future of democ¬ 
racy in America. I hope it (and I) 
survive the Republican primaries 
without further losses to mob psy¬ 
chology. ▼

■ he blessing of indepen 
dently produced films is 
their ability to tell it like it 
is - or to shatter “what is” 
by means of a particular artistic 
vision. In her debut film, Party 
Girl, director and co-writer 
Daisy von Scherler Mayer 
has, unfortunately, done 
neither. Party Girl is an 
occasionally amusing, 
but amazingly gutless 
comedy that never fulfills 
its tremendous potential. 

Parker Posey portrays the orphaned 24-year-old Mary, lost in Manhattan, try¬ 
ing to make ends meet by throwing rent parties while avoiding gainful employ¬ 
ment. Her party circuit companions, include Guillermo Diaz as the deejay Leo; 
Anthony DeSando as her gay best friend Derrick; and Omar Townsend as 
Mustafa, the cute Lebanese guy who sells falafel sandwiches from a sidewalk 
stand. Mary’s rent-party ways get sidelined in the opening moments of Party 
Girl when the cops show up and haul her away to the slammer for selling liquor 
without a license and possessing a “controlled substance.” 

It’s time for Mary to get a life. 

Reluctantly facing reality, Mary takes a job working for her librarian god¬ 
mother, Judy, as a library clerk. But her nights on the club scene continue, ere 
ating the central conflict of the film: to be ordinary, or not to be ordinary. 
In the pivotal role of Mary’s godmother, director/writer Mayer casts 
her own real life mother, Sasha von Scherler. Mistake. Big mistake. 

As Judy, von Scherler poses, postures, and mugs, destroying the 
comic potential of her nose-to-the-grindstone role by acting it to 
death. She never transcends stereotype. Ultimately, Meyer’s ten¬ 
dency to write and direct all the supporting players as predictable 
“types” eviscerates Party Girl.

When the film works, it’s 
because of Parker Posey’s dead¬ 
pan Mary. With the help of cos¬ 
tume designer Michael Clancy, 
Posey’s Mary looks and sounds 
right on target - somewhere 
between a Breck Girl and 
Dracula’s daughter. But the 
script (co-written with Harry 
Birckmayer) and Mayer’s direc¬ 
tion fail to capture the grittiness 
of Manhattan. 

They also fail to develop, in 
any meaningful or comic fash¬ 
ion, the unique ’90s phenome¬ 
non of alcohol and drug abuse 
arising out of simple urban 
ennui. As a result, the film 
devolves into an ordinary girl- 
meets-boy story with a sitcom 


happy ending that makes televi¬ 
sion’s Happy Days look like 
cutting-edge satire. With only 
minor revisions. Party Girl 
could be a 1930s Ginger Rogers 
flick. 

Music supervisor Bill 
Coleman assembles some good 
tracks for the club scenes, but 
they’re not enough to put the 
film over the top. However, any 
filmmaker who gives the first 
two lines of a movie to Lady 
Bunny - then makes her disap¬ 
pear for the next two hours - 
deserves credit. For this, but lit¬ 
tle else, we can thank Daisy von 
Scherler Mayer.

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gularly unappealing. How is it 
that Francois loves him? 

Henri is also bereft of inter¬ 
est. We are supposed to find him 
mysterious, yet all we see is 
hostility, unleavened by any 
kind of psychological reflection. 
He’s just so many political sen¬ 
timents dropped into the film to 
provide Techine with just the 
right amount of socio-political 
fervor to elevate the film’s tone, 
so that no one will know they’re 
watching a Gallic Melrose Place 
(without the glam trappings). 

Gael Morel shines 

The only character in Wild 
Reeds who possesses authentici¬ 
ty is Francois, whose attempts to 
deal with his homosexuality are 
touching and honest. Several of 
his scenes are so simple and 
moving they carry the impress 
of autobiography: one in which 
Francois stands in front of a mir¬ 
ror and repeats over and over to 
himself that he is a faggot, and 
another in which he visits the 
village poofter for advice on 
how to live as a homosexual. 
Gael Morel’s performance is 
finely wrought, shuttling ele¬ 
gantly between carefree youth 
and introverted queer burdened 
with an inexplicable, potentially 
dangerous love. (Contemporary 
homosexuals may bristle at 
Morel’s homosexual-as- 

maimed-gull portrayal, but this 
is 1962 in the French provinces; 
Stonewall is a long ways off.) 

It’s too bad Wild Reeds isn’t 
more about Francois and less 
these other sundry characters, 
who, like the overexposed snip¬ 
pet of Samuel Barber’s Adagio 
for Strings played throughout, 
are just so many details in 
search of a plan. ▼

ndre Techine’s Wild 
Reeds is one of those 
big sophisticated num¬ 
bers you’d expect from 
a director who came of age 
looking at European films of the 
’50s and ’60s, a time when cin¬ 
ema was unbearably serious. 
You can tell as much because 
everything in Techine’s latest 
feature aspires to a similar pro¬ 
fundity. Not the gauche kind of 
sagacity that assaults you with 
clever chatter and endless plot 
points, but the kind of emotion¬ 
al significance that accretes 
slowly over the course of the 
film and is designed to take 
viewers by surprise. 

Yes, Wild Reeds has the look 
and feel of lyric cinema, but 
there similarity to some of 
Techine’s own films from the 
mid-’70s, and to others by 
Godard, Truffaut, and Antonioni 
comes to an end. For though 
Wild Reeds looks good, its 
effects are just that, effects, an 
inflated expression of grief here, 
an extended piece of paradisal 
imagery there, all sewn up in a 
package that, despite all the 
preening, feels fragmented and 
incomplete. Many ideas are 
sketched in this coming-of-age 
tour de force but none results in 
a sufficiently arresting picture. 

Set in the south of France in 
1962, Wild Reeds focuses on a 
trio of culturally insulated 
teenagers at a boarding school 
trying to keep it all together as 
they balance academic pres¬ 
sures, emerging sexualities, and 
a growing feeling in each that 
the world outside the lycee is a 


more real and dangerous place 
than they’d ever imagined. 

Francois (Gael Morel) is an 
introverted teenager struggling 
with his homosexuality. He’s in 
love with Serge (Stephane 
Rideau), a handsome, desultory 
butch with whom he entertains a 
casual queer fling. To under- 
sexed Serge this dalliance is 
about as meaningful as a trip to 
the john; for Francois, it’s true 
love. Francois reveals his queer 
secret to Maite (Elodie 
Bouchez), a young woman 
who’d hoped that she and 
Francois might become lovers. 

That life is not as picture 
books would have it is realized 
by each with the arrival at the 
university of Henri (Frederic 
Gorny), an Algerian-born 
French National who openly 
opposes his country’s support of 
the emerging Algerian indepen¬ 
dence movement. (The film 
takes place at the end of the 
Algerian war, which, in addition 
to polarizing Algeria, set off a 
powder keg of political unrest in 
France.) Hostile, arrogant, but 
more worldly than the others, 
Henri’s presence at the school 
has a destabilizing effect that 
propels Francois, Serge and 
Maite beyond the safe horizon 
of their cloistered world. Soon, 
Francois’ affections shift, if only 
momentarily, to Henri. Maite, 
too, becomes enamored of 
Henri, and Serge begins telling 
stories to Francois of how he 
will soon be married with chil¬ 
dren. 

Techine has the rudiments of 
an engrossing story here, 
engrossing because the film 
promises insight into minds pre¬ 


cariously straddling the starkly 
contrasting worlds of adoles¬ 
cence and adulthood. But the 
promise is unfulfilled. Part of 
the problem is that Techine’s 
attempts to make the suffering 
of teenagers seem not only plau¬ 
sible but sympathetic are rarely 
convincing, and in several 
instances are cause for unex¬ 
pected mirth, as when simpleton 
Serge turns to Francois and says 
with unchecked avoirdupois, “I 
must be free,” which sounds 
about as plausible coming from 
him as a Shakespeare love son¬ 
net would from the gutter lips of 
Roseanne. 

False too is the Camus-tinged 


description Henri gives of a 
dream in which he encounters 
death. Such eloquent language 
and depth of feeling are out of 
sync with a character whose 
social skills are limited to hurl¬ 
ing insults and fire bombs. 

No personality 

Directorial incongruities 
aside, the thing that keeps Wild 
Reeds firmly earthbound is the 
utter banality of the characters, 
who, quite simply, are so lack¬ 
ing in personality that it’s 
impossible to see any of them, 
with the exception of Francois, 
as prime movers in other peo¬ 
ple’s destinies. 

Maite is psychologically 
inscrutable. She’s offered to us 
as the mature one, however, by 
film’s end she’s the one emo¬ 
tionally hemorrhaging with a 
broken heart. Her sudden attrac¬ 
tion to Henri is completely 
unconvincing. Aside from the 
fact that he’s utterly loathsome, 
Maite, in an earlier scene, 
explains to Francois why she 
finds men like Henri detestable. 
Bouchez must have realized the 
inconsistency, for when called 
upon to express grief over 
Henri’s departure, she overcom¬ 
pensates for the disparity by 
offering the most unpleasant 
expressions of anguish this side 
of The Exorcist. 

Just the opposite of Maite, 
Serge is a complete blank. So 
blank in fact some will mistake 
him for a piece of attractive 
driftwood come ashore. No 
doubt he’s been tossed into the 
center of this film solely for his 
shapely lips and broad shoul¬ 
ders, but the absence of light 
behind the eyes makes him sin¬ 
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Doggie

White plays Tommie, a 
down-on-his-luck Manhattanite 
who decides to escape to 
Provincetown for the summer. 
With no means of support other 
than his credit cards, he sets out 
to land a houseboy gig in P- 
town, a decision that leads to a 
series of encounters with the 
denizens of local inns and 
saloons, and a seemingly end¬ 
less summer of boy-meets-dys- 
functional boy. High on the list 
of Tommie’s sexual peccadil¬ 
loes is Tom (Randy Becker), a 
Latin hustler who uses Tommie 
for cigarettes, cheeseburgers, 
and anything else he can extort 
from him. 

The gopher-faced White 
casts himself as a queer Tom 
Ewell for the ’90s. Short, bald¬ 
ing, and nerdy, his Tommie is a 
twentysomething get-a-lifer 
who longs for good times, gain¬ 
ful employment, or a serious 
relationship - whichever comes 
first. In a disturbingly archetyp¬ 
al way, he’s always looking for 
Mr. Right but settling for Mr. 
Right Away. This promising set¬ 
up could have resulted in hilari¬ 
ous satire, but the ultimate fail¬ 
ure of the film derives from the 
inherent weakness of White’s 
script. 

Mean-spirited 

As a writer, Wally White’s 
most disastrous choice is his 
failure to allow the story to tell 
itself. Tommie is constantly 
turning to the audience to 
explain his actions or feelings. 
Sometimes he speaks in 
voiceover, but usually he faces 
the camera, babbling self-con¬ 
sciously about the state of his 
life or commenting on the film 
itself. This technique rarely 


works in film, and Lie Down 
With Dogs is no exception. A 
skillful writer would work these 
observations into smart dia¬ 
logue; and a great director could 
convey the same meaning 
through shrewd manipulation of 
the visual image alone. White 
accomplishes neither. 

The most interesting aspect 
of White’s work is his ability to 


encapsulate some of the more 
off-the-wall aspects of queer 
sensibility. Tommie coins the 
term “square states” to describe 
gay men he runs into in 
Provincetown whose dress and 
demeanor reflect a sensibility 
that could only arise from one of 
the cultural backwaters of the 
United States. But White’s 
script, like his lead character, is 


full of internalized self-hatred. 
This quality, which permeates 
the film, robs Lie Down With 
Dogs of its joy and, ultimately, 
its humor. 

Tommie and his friends 
drink, fuck, do drugs, and puff 
incessantly on cigarettes while 
putting down the dope-smoking 
town hippie and verbally bash¬ 
ing aging queens who are 


reformed alcoholics. In an inter¬ 
esting reflection of queer 
ageism, the few older gay men 
who appear in this film are pre¬ 
sented as the objects of scorn. 
This practice, however reveal¬ 
ing, has limited comedic poten¬ 
tial. It only serves to undercut 
the light-hearted tone that might 
have carried this film success¬ 
fully from its promising begin¬ 


ning to the final credits. What 
begins as a goof, quickly turns 
mean-spirited. 

P-Town ain’t Heathcliff 

White’s failings as writer and 
director are only compounded 
by a film that was shot in 
Provincetown off season. This 
major miscalculation will leave 
the uninitiated wondering why 


legions of queers have made P- 
Town a gay Mecca. Gray skies, 
deserted avenues, and gloomy 
abandoned beaches are every¬ 
where in Lie Down With Dogs, 
making Provincetown a melan¬ 
choly place, poorly suited to 
comedy. The audience never 
sees the hordes of gays and les¬ 
bians who crowd the sunny 
streets, establishing the unique 


rhythm of summer days on the 
Cape. The typical daily routine 
is breakfast, beach, shower, nap, 
tea dance, dinner, party. Days 
pass seamlessly with a commu¬ 
nal joie de vivre conspicuously 
absent from White’s neurotic 
Dogs. 

When the story lags, it gets a 
boost from expert musical 
supervision provided by 
Jellybean Benitez. One of 
Madonna’s favorite collabora¬ 
tors, Benitez tries to pick up the 
tempo by laying-in tracks from 
many existing dance club 
favorites. But Benitez’s work 
gets pulled under by a riptide of 
nihilism. There are moments 
when Wally White’s summer 
slackers generate a few chuck¬ 
les, but their plight is more the 
stuff of tragedy than comedy. 
Satirizing such confused souls 
calls for the deft touch of a 
Jennifer (. Absolutely Fabulous) 
Saunders. In the hands of Wally 
White, it simply flounders. 

The characters in Lie Down 
With Dogs reflect tenuous self¬ 
esteem: they are, essentially, 
immature whiners. And this 
kind of whining, delivered with 
insufficient ironic sensibility, 
simply isn’t funny. Mid-film, 
writer/director/actor Wally 
White has one prescient 
moment in a telephone booth. 
Before turning directly to the 
audience, he explains over the 
telephone that he doesn’t care if 
people think his film is self- 
indulgent. “My job as filmmak¬ 
er,” he opines, “is to not be bor¬ 
ing.” But White fails, even on 
his own terms. As the film plods 
along, this one great White hope 
is dashed on the rocks of unre¬ 
strained egomania. ▼

number, so to convey Jelly’s 
passion and talent, he shows us 
his stuff by dancing to his own 
music. It’s a metaphor that 
works, and director/book author 
George C. Wolfe (who directed 
the Broadway version of Angels 
In America) takes full advantage 
of his wonderful cast’s ability to 
convey the sultry heat and rol¬ 
licking power of Morton’s 
music through movement. 

Reprising the role he created 
on Broadway, Savion Glover, 
who won his first Tony nomina¬ 
tion at the age of 12 in The Tap 
Dance Kid, plays Young Jelly, 
and the first-act tap duet 
between the young and old Jelly, 
“The Whole World’s Waitin’ to 
Sing Your Song,” is a showstop- 
per. Glover is too good to leave 
behind in Jelly’s first-act past, 
so, luckily for the audience, he’s 
trotted out again in the second 
act in a futile attempt to inspire 
the washed-up older Jelly. 

In a life spent on the road, 
one of Jelly’s chief pleasures 
was women. But, in this show at 
least, there was only one woman 
who captured his heart: Sweet 
Anita. As portrayed by Nora 
Cole, Anita is smart, sexy and 
too savvy to stick with Jelly. Her 
big number, “Play the Music for 
Me” is an excellent showcase 
for both her acting and singing 
skills. Jelly and Anita’s rocky 


relationship is condensed into 
one long bedroom scene per¬ 
fectly underscored by the song 
“Lovin’ Is a Lowdown Blues,” 
which ends: “Lovin’ is a sly 
dog, sweet ass, fuck you, low- 
down dirty blues.” It doesn’t get 
any truer than that. 

In many musicals, the book 
portion - that is, the talking 
parts - merely provides the link 
between musical numbers. The 
audience usually sits patiently 
acknowledging the bits of 
drama that are being indicated. 
But Jelly’s Last Jam, thanks in 
large part to Wolfe’s book and 
the skill of the actors, delivers as 
much drama as it does music. In 
several key scenes, Hines, Cole, 
and Stanley Wayne Mathis as 
Jack the Bear are as good dra¬ 
matically as they are musically. 
The drama is also allowed to 
emerge through the unobtrusive 
but highly effective stage design 
by Robin Wagner and the evoca¬ 
tive, beautifully designed light¬ 
ing by Jules Fisher. 

Impeccably produced and a 
joy to behold. Jelly’s Last Jam is 
slightly hobbled by psychobab¬ 
ble, but in the end. Jelly’s jam 
kicks. ▼

This Jelly Jams

| elly’s Last Jam is an 
ambitious piece of 
musical theater. 

Exhilarating in the 
sheer beauty of its staging, 
music and performances, the 
show is also frustrating in its 
ultimately disappointing dra¬ 
matic construct. This sizzling 
stage biography of Jelly Roll 
Morton, the self-proclaimed 
inventor of jazz, opened on 
Broadway three seasons ago and 
sports a sleek touring version 


that opened at the Golden Gate 
Theatre last week. 

Unlike other musical bios 
(Funny Girl, Will Rogers 
Follies), Jelly’s Last Jam does 
not attempt to lionize its subject. 
On the contrary, this musical, 
which features new lyrics by 
Susan Birkenhead added to 
Morton’s original compositions, 
requires its ’90s audience to 
observe the downward spiral of 
the protagonist - a tableaux of 
nasty behavior and bitter mis¬ 
treatment - and to forgive him 
in the show’s final moments 


before he goes on to his final 
glory. And why should we 
absolve Jelly of his sins? 
Because his grandmother/ 
guardian withheld her love from 
him as a child, which rendered 
him unable to deal with pain in 
his adult life. 

Fortunately this preachy pop- 
psychology lesson doesn’t fully 
enter into the show until the last 
few minutes, so the better part of 
the evening is spent showcasing 
some truly fine dancing and hot 
music that falls into an eminently 
enjoyable zone wherein the 
rhythms of jazz are suffused with 
the ballsy bravado of show music. 

The show’s title is actually the 
perfect summation of its plot. 
This is Jelly’s last jam because 
his life is at an end, and it is time 
for the Chimney Man to take him 
on a Dickensian tour through his 
life to re-live his triumphs and 
atone for the pain he caused 
those who loved him most. The 
story begins in New Orleans in 
1891, where Ferdinand Le 
Menthe Morton was bom into 
Creole gentry. The light-skinned 
youth was raised by his grand¬ 
mother, Gran Mimi, and taught 
to play French opera songs on 
the piano. But the youth was 
drawn to the Story ville district of 
the Big Easy, where he learned 
about both the blues and life out¬ 
side the rarefied air of his family 
home. 

Banished by Gran Mimi for 
spending time with “coon 
stock,” the young Jelly Roll 
teams up with another loner, 
Jack the Bear, and the two raise 
some hell until they arrive in 
Chicago and Jelly’s piano play¬ 
ing introduces the world to jazz. 
The richer and more famous 
Jelly gets, the nastier he 
becomes, until at last he is alone, 
broke and with little glory. 

Kinder, gentler Jelly 

On Broadway, Jelly Roll 
Morton was played by Gregory 
Hines, but for the tour, Hines 
has been replaced by his brother 
and former dancing partner 
Maurice. Where Gregory is ath¬ 
letic and ultra butch in his danc¬ 
ing, Maurice is more emotional, 
graceful, which makes for a 
more piquant Jelly. It’s a won¬ 
derful conceit that allows Jelly 
Roll Morton, a legendary jazz 
pianist, to become a legendary 
tap dancer. Obviously, piano 
playing doesn’t exactly set the 
stage aflame in a big production

Broadway Babies and Cabaret of Life 


Not So Hip and Way Hip

hey say that life is a 
cabaret, old friend, but 
it’s too bad there’s so lit- 
' tie of it around these 
days. Thankfully, the legendary 
Plush Room in the York Hotel is 
attempting to revitalize the 
cabaret scene. 

Under new management, the 
Plush Room has already featured 
a charming debut by local, per¬ 
former Cindy Goldfield as well 
as a short run by cabaret legends 
Jackie and Roy. With a perfor¬ 
mance schedule that is filling up 
for the next year, it’s too bad the 
Plush Room got stuck with the 
land-locked cruise ship act 
Broadway Babies, which runs 
there through next month. 

It’s not that the three women 
who comprise the “babies” of the 
title are bad. Barbara Carlton, 
Marsha Mercant and Jane 
Wasser are, in fact, quite talented 
and a pleasure to watch. It’s their 
show that bites. How many of us 
need to hear “People” one more 
time? Sure, “Gotta Get a 
Gimmick” is a terrific number, 
but we’ve all seen quite enough 
of Gypsy, thank you. 

The people who would most 
enjoy Broadway Babies are 
those who haven’t been exposed 
to much Broadway music. For 
anyone familiar with the 
Broadway canon, however, the 
selections in this two-act opus 
are just plain dull. “Seventy-Six 


Trombones,” “The Sound of 
Music,” “I Got Rhythm,” “At 
the Ballet” and “Some People” 
are all good, but they’re not 
songs we need to hear in an inti¬ 
mate cabaret setting with over¬ 
miked voices. 

What the cabaret audience 
needs to hear is perhaps less 
familiar fare. Broadway Babies 
does offer some lesser knowns, 
but not nearly enough. “You’ve 
Got Possibilities” from 
Superman, The Musical, and 
two numbers from Richard 
Maltby/David Shire revues are 
as obscure as it gets. 

Furthermore, it’s hard to 
accept a Broadway revue that 
includes only one Stephen 
Sondheim solo number, not a 
single Frank Loesser song, no 
Cole Porter and no Rodgers and 
Hart. Some theatrical advice 
from Dr. Spock: change the dia¬ 
pers on these Babies and put 
them to bed. 

Hipcoolgroovy 

Much more interesting is Mr. 
Nobody’s Cabaret of Life, in the 
dark, dank environs of Cafe du 
Nord on Sunday evenings 
through the summer. Over- ambi¬ 
tious and underpolished, this 
cabaret show has a rough charm 
and a pleasing sensibility. Hosted 
by and starring a man known 
only as Mr. Nobody, the show is 
comprised of manic, ultradramat- 
ic numbers by Nobody and some 
featured guests. Several Sundays 


ago the first guest was Terry 
Untalan, a Tori Amos-like folk 
singer who played her fiddle like 
a guitar and sang a quiet little 
number called “Peace,” then let 
’er rip with the tried-and-true 
“Cry Me a River.” 

The second guest deserves a 
show all her own. Clad in a 
clingy black dress and a string of 
pearls, Ledisi dug into “Stormy 
Weather” and made you forget 
all about Lena Home. Eyes pop¬ 
ping, nostrils flaring, pearls 
swinging and voice raging, 
Ledisi is a marvel. Once the 
audience had climbed back into 
their seats, she let loose with a 
jaunty “Them There Eyes,” 
which, sadly, ended her set. 

The rest of this neo-Brechtian 
cabaret exercise is comprised of 
a mediocre magician and two 
delightful begowned and bejew- 
eled assistants, one female, one 
perhaps not. 

With cigarette smoke cloud¬ 
ing the room, musicians going to 
town and the performers con¬ 
veying a sense of fun and pre¬ 
tentious art, Mr. Nobody’s 
Cabaret of Life is a hipcool¬ 
groovy addition to the cabaret 
scene. ▼

In The Shadow 
of Death

, n Michael Cristofer’s The 
Shadow Box, currently at 
the Phoenix Theatre, three 
terminally ill patients, Joe, 
Brian, and Felicity, are living 
their last days with their fami¬ 
lies in cottages adjacent to a 
Mendocino 
hospital. 

(They’re part 
of a psychi¬ 
atric experi¬ 
ment on the 
effects of 
death on fami¬ 
lies.) 

Although 
Joe seems to 
have accepted 
his illness and 
approaching 
death, his wife 
Maggie (Sara 
Heckelman) 
travels all the 
way from New 
Jersey to bring 
him home. 

Talkative 
Brian (Louis 
Parnell) is living his last days 
with a younger male lover, 
Mark (John Hogan). Their quiet 
union is disrupted by Brian’s 
boisterous ex-wife Beverly 
(Linda Ayres-Frederick), who 
hopes she can chase death away 
with an obnoxious personality. 

Crotchety Felicity refuses to 
die until her beloved daughter 
Claire comes to see her. Long 
dead, Claire is kept alive by 


daily letters forged by her sister 
Agnes (Kimberley Richards). 

One of the things unique 
about The Shadow Box is that it 
makes death terrifically prosaic. 
There are no overwrought, 
weepy death scenes or pro¬ 
longed farewells, no curses 
against God or fate. It’s just 
ordinary peo¬ 
ple facing ordi¬ 
nary death. 
Considering 
the lack of 
melodrama, a 
good produc¬ 
tion of The 
Shadow Box 
must compen¬ 
sate by offer¬ 
ing a cast that 
can really 
make us feel 
for these char¬ 
acters. 

Bill English’s 
production has 
successfully 
captured the 
ordinariness of 
the play, but 
the actual per¬ 
formances seem undernour¬ 
ished, somewhat too bland. 
There is little indication in this 
trio that living is - or ever was - 
extraordinary. Michele

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and goes to Vietnam, presum¬ 
ably to cleanse the family name, 
and returns a hollow shell of a 
man who is absent even when 
he is present. 

A series of losses 

Even Maura’s childhood 
games foreshadow this family 
and this girl’s grim future: 

/ sit on a rock in my favorite 
place in the woods, watching 
water spiders glide along the 
surface of the creek...1 am mak¬ 
ing people out of twigs that / 
place on leaves and launch out 
on the current. I know what will 
happen to them; 1 know that 
around the bend the current will 
grow stronger, suck them down 
through narrow passages 
carved by time through rocks 
and shale. / know that they will 
not be able to keep their heads 
above that swirling, ice-clear 
stream of water. 1 know that if 
they do, they will only be swept 
by the current to the falls, where 
they will meet their death in a 
crash of foam and rock. 

It gives me pleasure. 

As if her girlhood games had 
foretold her fate, Maura’s life is 
a series of losses. She blames 
her father’s stoic, misplaced 
patriotism for the loss of her 
brothers, but Maura’s mother is 
to blame for other losses, no less 
painful. 

Maura discovers love in the 
arms of her best friend, 
Magdelene, only to have her 
tom away by outraged parents; 
she finds respect and support in 
the eyes of a lesbian high school 
teacher, only to see the woman 
lose her job when Maura’s 
mother discovers this secret. 

Finally, her mother casts her 
only daughter into the world. 
There, Maura struggles on 
alone, working her way through 
college, where she meets her 
first real adult love, a beautiful 
but emotionally unstable artist 
who kills herself, leaving Maura 
to find the body. 

By the time we meet Maura - 
the book is told in a series of 
intertwined flashbacks - she is 
an English professor in a small 
college town, living alone with 
her dead lover’s cat (ironically 
named Maurice) and emotional¬ 
ly barren. She is unable to reach 
out to anyone who might offer 
her love, solace, even friendship. 

Blum is a beautiful writer, 
and the book is both lyrical and 
bleak. And there lies the weak¬ 
est part of this novel. The unre¬ 
lenting emotional misery is 
staggering and makes Maura, 
while beautifully drawn, inac¬ 
cessible and not quite real. 
Devoid of happiness, violated, 
tormented and filled with a rage 
that she carefully stokes over 
the years, this character is a full¬ 
blown tragedy in and of herself. 
She has known so little joy, as a 
child and later as an adult, that 
the resolution she makes in the 
last two pages to finally grant 
herself amnesty - and presum¬ 
ably allow herself to experience 
a full range of emotions, includ¬ 
ing happiness - comes too late. 
Perhaps that is the ultimate 
irony, because the amnesty 
granted to the men who went to 
Canada came too late as well. 

The publishers are touting 
this book as “beyond the stock 
coming-out story,” which is 
true. Amnesty is more an explo¬ 
ration of how political tides and 
times can affect private family 
worlds and those unfortunate 
enough to inhabit them. ▼ 


Saigon, which marked the end 
of the war in Vietnam. The trag¬ 
ic story of the Jaeger family 
plays out against the backdrop 
of America’s dirty little war. 

Like many of us who grew 
up with images of Vietnam 
crossing our TV screens nightly, 
and with its long shadows cross¬ 
ing our lives, young Maura 
Jaeger cannot escape the war 
and all it stands for anymore

than she can escape her painful¬ 
ly all-American family. Trapped 
in a small town with its prying 
eyes and rapier tongues, the 
child’s feelings harden, much as 
the shell of a young tortoise 
hardens, until as a woman she is 
virtually incapable of feeling. 

Haunted by memories, 
Maura is at last called home to 
bury the father she hated but 
never really knew. The road 
there finds her dogged by child¬ 
ish fantasies of her eldest broth¬ 
er, Zach, as much a victim of his 
family as of the political climate 
of the late ’60s, which forced 
him across the border into 
Canada to escape the draft. 

Amnesty is a disturbing por¬ 
trait of the fragile, dysfunctional 
Jaeger family, which is neither 
strong enough nor vital enough 
to withstand the political winds 
of the times - from the father, 
whose own family was annihi¬ 
lated in the Nazi holocaust of 
World War II, to the brothers 
Zach and Colin, each indelibly 
marked by Vietnam, to Maura 
and her long-suffering mother, 
who understand each other too 
little and too well. 

Isolated on the family farm, 
the youngest of three children, 
young Maura is a silent witness 
to her father’s hidden alco¬ 
holism and enmity toward his 
family. When Zach, her eldest 
brother, chooses to leave college 
and cross into Canada to avoid 
the draft, the Jaeger family is 
ostracized by neighbors and 
townspeople. It is a painful les¬ 
son for a child, who Fiercely 
loves and just as fiercely 
defends her family. 

To protect her only daughter 
from the town’s vituperation, 
Maura’s mother sends the girl to 
parochial school. But the family 
isn’t Catholic, and the child 
remains an outcast. Ultimately, 
Colin, the middle child, enlists

. was trying to explain the 
Stoner McTavish mysteries 
to a friend of mine who has 
not, as yet, read them. I told 
her that she has to read them in 
the order they were written 
because Sarah Dreher does a 
remarkable job of introducing a 
certain otherworldliness in the 
earlier novels, so that by the 
time she introduces out-of-body 
experiences (Grey Magic ) or 
time travel (A Captive in Time), 
the reader is prepared to believe 
all of it. 

Imagine my surprise, then, 
when I read Dreher’s latest 
novel. Bad Company, and dis¬ 
covered that all of the action 
takes place on the material 
plane. More to the point, 
Dreher’s decision to write an 
“ordinary” mystery results in an 
extraordinary reading experi¬ 
ence, filled with angst and anger 
and suspense and humor and 
more than a little wry commen¬ 
tary on the lives of lesbians. 

Strange occurrences at a 
women’s theatre company 
threaten not only their annual 
production but also their lives. 
Sherry Dodder, the company’s 
producer and owner of a local 
inn, contacts Stoner in the hopes 
that she can find the culprit 
before the collective is 
destroyed. 

One of my big objections to 
the amateur sleuth genre is the 
often forced and awkward way 
that the ordinary citizen 
becomes involved in detection, 
but Dreher uses an entirely 
believable appeal to sisterhood 
and Stoner is believably 
hooked. When she and Gwen 
meet Sherry, the innkeeper, who 
is like Leona Helmsley on speed 
but is clearly devoted to the the¬ 
atre collective, sparks, tensions 
and jealousies erupt as annoying 
pranks become life-threatening 
incidents. 

Bad Company is very effec¬ 
tive as a mystery novel, but 
Dreher has much to say about 
the corrosive effect of distrust - 
in relationships, in community - 
and the ways in which secrets 
create walls between the most 
well-meaning people. I found 
myself thinking about lots of 
heavy-duty stuff while I was 
reading, and thoroughly enjoy¬ 
ing, this novel. 

If you haven’t met Stoner 
and her merry band, do yourself 
a big favor and start reading. 
Sarah Dreher is a gift to every¬ 
one who loves the printed word. 
T

An Introduction to Yoga and Its Benefits 

The Workout Alternative

magine a workout that 
stretches the muscles and 
. engages the mind, increases 
range of motion, frees you 
from the clutches of chronic 
pain, makes you tap into a foun¬ 
tain of energy, and - last but not 
least - teaches you to keep cool 
and relaxed in the most stressful 
situations. Providing all the 
above benefits, the ancient spiri¬ 
tual science from India, namely 
Yoga, is emerging as an alterna¬ 
tive exercise routine in the main¬ 
stream fitness market. 

I can almost hear you say, 
“No way! Not more New Age 
nonsense!” Yoga, far from being 
New Age or even new for that 
matter, made its first appearance 
in the writings of the Indian 
thinker Patanjali in the second 
century A.D. 

Yoga derives from the 
Sanskrit term “yug,” meaning 
“to yoke, to bind.” Another way 
of defining the word Yoga is 
“union.” The marriage of mind, 
body and soul is the real mean¬ 


ing and aim of yogic practice. 

Yoga’s introduction to U.S. 
dates back to Chicago’s 1893 
Parliament of Religion. Since 
then, the struggle has been to 
integrate Yoga’s highly spiritual 
concepts into an industrialized, 
secular American society. 

Until recently, Yoga was 
associated with Indian men 
wearing turbans, sitting on a bed 
of nails and chanting mantras. 
However, the need for a calming 
yet rigorous exercise routine to 
counter the busy, stressful 
lifestyle of the ’90s has made 
many people reconsider Yoga as 
an alternative way of working 
out. 

Among the various forms of 
Yoga, Hatha Yoga is the most 
commonly practiced one in the 
West. Hatha Yoga’s main goal is 
to create a balanced state of 
mind through healing and 
strengthening the body.

To operate efficiently in 
today’s world, an outlet to 
release stress is crucial. Hatha 
Yoga provides this outlet 
through breathing exercises and 
Asanas that teach different body 
parts how to release tension. 
Yoga postures go deeper than the 
skin and provide massage to 
internal organs, including the 


heart and the brain. By learning 
to relax, you can also improve 
your immune system, which 
responds positively to increased 
levels of relaxation. 

The Bay Area has some of the 
finest Yoga schools in the U.S., 
offering a variety of Hatha Yoga 
styles. The Astanga and Bikram 
styles favor an energizing, vigor¬ 
ous approach. Iyengar Yoga ana¬ 
lyzes postures in detail, giving 
special attention to alignment 
and correct form. Kripalu and 
Sivananda emphasize restorative 
stretches. 

After reading this, if you’re 
still not convinced about Yoga 
and what it can do for you, try 
this simple test. Do a forward 
bend to touch your toes without 
bouncing up and down. If you 
can only go halfway down and 
feel a lot of pain in the ham¬ 
strings as well as the upper body, 
give Hatha Yoga a chance. It

Idiot Energy Informs Michael Nyman's Noises, Sounds and Sweet Airs 

Strike Up The Bland

ichael Nyman is one 
of those composers 
whose music is hard 
to get excited about. 
Though featured to great effect 
in the uberfilms of Peter 
Greenaway, and more recently 
in Jane Campion’s The Piano , 
Nyman’s compositions, when 
considered independent of these 
works, are nearly devoid of that 
one ingredient essential to all 
good music: personality. Flacks 
and poseurs call this stuff mini¬ 
malism, but unmemorable is a 
better appellation. 

Sadly, Nyman’s latest record¬ 
ed endeavor. Noises, Sounds 
and Sweet Airs, a work for three 
singers and orchestra, is more of 
the same. Only this product is 
even more frustrating than 
usual, for peeking out from 
behind long stretches of the 
blandmeister’s art are some 
truly outstanding passages that 
actually threaten to bloom into 
meaningful music. Had these 
brief instances been developed, 
woven, say, into a convincing 
musical pattern. Noises, Sounds 
and Sweet Airs might have 
amounted to something. But, 
alas, these fleeting manifesta¬ 
tions are mere isolated events 
that never fulfill their purpose in 


the work’s overall scheme. 

Nyman calls his work an 
opera, but Noises, Sounds and 
Sweet Airs began in 1991 as a 
ballet commission from French 
choreographer Karine Saporta, 
with whom Nyman worked on 
Greenaway’s film Prospero’s 
Books. Reportedly, Saporta was 
so enamored of Nyman’s work 
on that project that she asked 
Mr. Minimal to compose a sepa¬ 
rate score for an original work 
based on Shakespeare’s The 
Tempest. The result. La Princess 
du Milan, is an opera-ballet in 
which the singers also dance. To 
facilitate this unwieldy arrange¬ 
ment, Shakespeare’s text was 
edited (or demolished, depend¬ 
ing on your point of view) to fit 
into the small space of the 
opera-ballet’s 17 separate parts. 

Noises, Sounds and Sweet 
Airs, the title recalling Caliban’s 
curious description of the noto¬ 
rious island on which nobody is 
whom they seem, is a modified 
version of La Princess du 
Milan, a one-hour and 20 
minute work for orchestra and 
voices minus its dance part. As 
for Nyman’s calling the work an 
opera, well, the text is sung to a 
musical accompaniment by peo¬ 
ple assuming identities other 
than their own, but the dramatic 
elements of The Tempest have 


been so reduced to fit this for¬ 
mat that the product lacks the 
cohesion, scale and dramatic 
momentum of opera. 

Gooey mess 

Nyman begins the work con¬ 
fidently, with a warm, romantic 
soliloquy for soprano (Catherine 
Bott) and orchestra, but three 
minutes into this plangent 
stretch of music, the composer 
takes a wrong turn into harmon¬ 
ic doldrums, dispensing too 
quickly with the lyrical tension 
stored up in the melody. A 
gooey mess of oompa-pa-ing 
saxophones, simplistic repeat¬ 
ing string phrases, and shrieking 
clarinets, a collection of sounds 
too reminiscent of Philip Glass 
or Terry Riley to be coinci¬ 
dence, takes over for what 
seems an eternity. Or until 
Caliban’s aria “The fringed cur¬ 
tains of thine eyes,” where 
Nyman strikes a perfectly won¬ 
derful harmonic cadence. 

But sure enough, as soon as 
this millimoment is over, it’s off 
again into another endless banal 
stretch that goes on forever until 
“Riches, poverty and use of ser¬ 
vice,” an elegant, syncopated 
duet for soprano Bott and tenor 
Ian Bostridge. The balance of 
Noises, Sounds and Sweet Airs 
rarely impresses, though the 


end, which returns to the work’s 
luminous first theme, is elegant¬ 
ly inflected. 

The vocal work and orches¬ 
tral playing of Ensemble 
Instrumental de Basse- 
Normandie is professional to 
say the least, though contralto 
Hilary Summers does some¬ 
thing more akin to warbling 
than singing. The musicians 


seem to be having a grand time 
with Nyman’s hyperactive 
meter changes and flashy, end¬ 
less runs. Their sense of aban¬ 
don stems, no doubt, from the 
obvious fact that this is music 
they don’t have to think deeply 
about to play. Which explains 
why the glee is so uninfectious. 
It’s not called idiot energy for 
nothing. T

arion Winik’s book 

of essays. Telling: 

Confessions, 

Concessions and 
Other Flashes of Light , is like 
getting together for coffee with 
someone you haven’t seen for a 
long time, that best friend from 
high school or college - the one 
you made while still doing lots 
of drugs and staying up late 
changing the world. Catching up 
with Winik’s life is like finding 
out that all the crazy stuff that 
seems to happen only to you is 
still happening to your best 
friend from 10th grade. 

Winik, a regular on National 
Public Radio’s All Things 
Considered, is best known in the 
gay community for the essay she 
wrote on assisting her husband’s 
suicide last year at the end of his 
struggle with AIDS. She writes 
honest commentary about AIDS 
and her life as a recovering IV 
drug user. 

Her piece on visiting her 
brother-in-law, Steven, who is 
also a PWA, resonates across 
lines of gender and sexuality. 
Winik shows us herself 
wrestling with seeing for the last 
time someone (her grandmoth¬ 
er) who is dying and shares, “I 
say prayers, I wish on stars and 
dandelions, and because I don’t 
believe that prayers and wishes 



alone 
will save all the 
people who face this merciless 
disease, I go to rallies, I write 
letters, and I give money. And 
every morning when I pick up 
the newspaper, I look for the 
headline I see in my dreams: 
AIDS CURE.” 

In “Some of My Best 
Friends,” Winik demonstrates 
the kind of support for the gay 
community that all straight allies 
should show. “We are all sup¬ 
posedly entitled to life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness. 
Many gay people now have one 
out of three, if they’re lucky. We 
can do better than that.” 

She not only thinks gay men 
and lesbians are cool - always a 
plus - she also understands the 
plain old struggle that lots of 
sympathetic straight people just 
don’t get. 

Winik also writes very funny 
and accurate pieces on other, 
less tragic topics, like losing a 
purse, doing drugs and going out 
to breakfast with a spouse. Like 
a lot of us, she woke up one day 
to suddenly find she had become 
a grownup. 

Whether or not she’s really 
Donna Reed for the ’90s, 
Marion Winik tells stories that 
make it clear that a great many 
of us survived similar hells to 
make it to today. It’s good to 
have someone around who can 
remind us of this while being 
very funny, too. ▼
